Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: i 


I am profoundly penetrated with a sense of the high and 
weighty obligations under which your partialities have placed! 
me, in calling.me to preside over the deliberations of this body. 
Though honored with a place in the General Assembly of the 
State since 1845, I cannot indulge the flattering hope, that my > 
brief parliamentary experience will furnish to youor to myseif 
any reliable assurance of infallibility in the administration of: 
the fuactions with which you have been pleased to invest me. 
Nevertheless, whatever errors shall spring up along the extensive 
line of decision over which it may be my duty to pass, I beg you. 
to believe, thall result from a mistaken judgment of the head 
and not from any wrongful intention of the heart. And while 
I can declare it to be, with the utmost sincerity and truth, mp 
fixed and deliberate purpose to execute the-powers you have as- 
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signed me without fear, prejudice, favor, partiality or affection, 
among all the members of this House, regardless of political 
distinctions, I am happy to know, that it is the rightful preroga- 
tive of any member who shall deem the chair to have transcend- 
ed the legitimate bounds of authority, to rectify its illegal decis- 
ions and limit its unlawful discretion by an appeal to the 
aggregate wisdom of the House, to the high and supreme juris- 
diction of which over the conduct of the chair, it will be my 
pleasure to bow with the profoundest respect. I indulge, at the 
same time, the confident hope that every member, having a 
common property in the honor of this House, will be ready to 
stand by me in the execution of all the powers which lie within 
the sphere of my legitimate authority deemed necessary to pre- 
serve its order and dignity. 

It may not be supererogatory to remark that upon the faithful 
execution and observance of that system of rules and principles ` 
which you may see fit to prescribe for the government of your 
parliamentary proceedings, will depend in an eminent degree 
not only the order and decorum, thg dignity and honor, the rights 
and privileges of the members Fis House; but the accuracy, 
uniformity and dispatch of the"W” ẹ business, and by inevita- 
ble consequence, a large saving c. he public time and money to 
the people of the State. , 

Alt parliamentary history proves, that no deliberative assem- 
bly has ever existed, however distinguished for gravity and wis- 
dom, has been entirely exempt from those occasional out breaks of 
passion ineident to the nature of the human understanding when 
profoundly excited by great matters of public concern. Meet- 
iag as you do, at an important crisis in the history of your State, 
whether you look to her internal and domestic policy of her re- 
Iations to the Federal Government, questions are likely to arise 
in the course of your proceedings, in the discussion of which 
sparks may be stricken out that shall fire the passions of this 
House. In such an hour of excitement the utility of parliamen- 
tary forms and the necessity of their faithful observance will — 
rise up in bold relief before the judgment of the most inexperien- 
ced member. The rights and privileges of a majority, fortified 
liy the power of numbers, may for the time be secure; but those 
of the minority can only find certainty of protection against the 
arbitrary power and enterprising ambition of a dominant and 
excited majority in an unwavering adherence to the established 
forms of proceeding.. With the prompt assistance of the House, 
I humbly trust to have the decision of character to meet and dis- 
charge, without partiality er prejudice, whatever resporsibili- 
ties lie before me, whether they shall arise in seasons of parlia- 
mentary tranquility or exeitement. - 

Suitably to thank you, Representatives, for the compliment 

ou have paid me in my elevation to the high end responsi- 
he trust of the Speakership of this House, would require, 
an abler head anda more eloquent tongue than mine. You 
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willall participate with me in the feeling that the honor you have 
done me'is heightened by the character of our common State, 
whose enligthened Representatives have conferred it. 

Tennessee occupies a distinguished ` position in. the confeder- 
acy. She is the centre figure inthe Union. She embraces a 
million of human, souls of immense moral, intellectual and phys- 
ical energy. For the last twenty years the dominion of her. in- 
flience upon the policy of the Federal Government has been 
admitted. She has given to the Republic some of those great ` 
spirits, civil and military, who have rendered her history glorious 
in eyes of nations. In military prowess and courage she stands 
foremost, in front of her twenty-nine sisters. Though brought ` 
into the confederacy since the “old thirteen” were admitted into 
the society of nations, she has flashed the sword of her power 
over’ the battle-fields of three wars, and on every one adorned 
her standard with the wreaths of victory. Her brave sons have 
carried her name to the highest and holiest place in the temple 
of our national fame; and there, as with a beam of light, written 
it in the golden book of the $. -< ‘s honor, to exist while the mas- 
culine virtues of her cons* ~ourage, magnanimity and pa- 
triotism, shall have a a ong men, and liberty.a votary 
on earth.

Š A Message from the Governor, by Mr. Ramsey, Secretary of 
tate: 


Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives: 


You have assembled at the seat of Government to discharge 
the trusts with which you have been invested, under the Consti- 
tution and laws of the State. And it is gratifying on such an 
oceasion to be assured of the general health and prosperity 
‘which now mark the condition of our community. For these 
blessings we are laid under a new tribute of gratitude to the 
Great Disposer of all human events. 43 l 

The reports irom the different Departments of the State, and 
from the institutions under its control, will acquaint you with 
their condition respectively, and the mannerin which they have 
been administered. I am happy to believe they have all been 
managed with fidelity, and that their operations have been rea- 
sonably successful. 

The Bank of Tennessee has at all times, since its creation 
formed a subject of deep interest to the State. Much depends 
upon it. It is the great paymaster for all the public obligations. 
So far, it has certainly met all demands against it—hay in the 
main, been well conducted; and its profits have been equal to 
those of most other banking institutions of the day. But f think 
it can be demonstrated that there has been a loss of the capi- 
tal of the Bank to the amount of near eight hundred thousand 
dollars, if not more. I mean it has taken that much, together 
with its net profits, to discharge the obligations that have, from 
time to time, been imposed upon it. If this be so, the result 
sooner or later, and at no distant day, cannot be mistaken—it 
must end disastrously. 

To determine whether there has been this loss of capital we 
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need only refer to the history of its opérations, and the repofts 

made from time to time. Whether the amount of loss upon the 

capital of the Bank is correctly stated or not, it is certain there 

has been a loss, and that on the. Ist of January, 1843, it amount- 

ed to $777,360 69 according to the report of the joint select 
committee of the last session of the General Assembly. This is 

a state of things that ought not to be permitted to continue, 
The evil arises from the fact that the Bank has been required to: 
doimpossibilities. It has made an average profit of about seven 

per cent., taking the whole term of years since it was organized; 
but to meet all the liabilities imposed upon it, would require a 
profit of about ten er eleven per cent. This it cannot and 
ought not to be expected to accomplish. If the present line of 
policy is continued, we must look forward to the time when the 

whole capital of the Bank shall have been expended. That cap- 

ital, as is known, embraces the Common School fund, and the 
surplus revenue fund deposited with the State by the General 
Government. If the latter should ever be called for it would 
present to usa melancholy alternative—while there is but little 
probability thatthe former would ever be supplied, however 
solemnly it has been pledged by the Constitution, and however 
ardently it has been cherished by the friends of education. The 
real capital of the Bank at present, does not exceed two millions 
and a half; and if we assume that the nett profits will here- 
after amount to seven per cent per annum, we would realize an 
aggregate profit of $175,000 per annum. With this sum, ac- 
cording to, the stated liabilities in 1847, we would have to meet 
$271,712 87, which shows a deficit at that date of $96,712 87. 
This calculation allows nothing for the increased liabilities of 
the Bank for the last two years, nor for the reduction in the cap- 
ital by the current drain, The Bank began its operations on the 
ist of July, 1839, with a capital of $3,226,976 82, and by the- 
lst of July, 1840, has lost the sum of $800,000, as is believed. 
Now, at this rate of loss, it can be demonstrated that in 16 years 
the whole capital will have been expended. No man who wishes 
well to the prosperity of the State, desires such a result. And 
yet it is to me most manifest, if the Bank is continued with the 
present encumberences uponit, The policy of gradual liquida- 
tion has heretofore heen tested by your predecessors and was 
zealously advocated by many. Othersthere were, who, while 

they conceded the evils connected with the institution, were de- 
terred from fixing a period to its duration, by the fear of what 
they deemed greater evils. The Bank then, as now, with its 

numerous Branches, furnished a large portion of the circulating 
medium df the country, and is convenient for many purposes— 
both to the State and to the people. The public mind was not 

then prepared for its withdrawal. Whether it is now, you will 

determine. A more intimate acquaintance in the last two years, 

with the history and operations of the Bank, has satisfied me, 

thatthe public interest requires that it should either be discon- 
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tinued, or thatit should be so far relieved from its obligations 
as to save its capital from further redaction. 

Indisposed at all times to favor a radical change upon ques- 
tions of mere domestic policy, while any reasonable ground of 
success remains, I would be willing to see the Bank continued 
for the present, if the relief indicated, is extended to it. This F 
think can be accomplished by making the Treasury chargable 
with all the liabilities which now rest upon the Bank; and re- 
sponsible for any deficit in the means of payment. In this way, 
whatever profits the Bank may realize, will go into the Treasury 
for its profits, and upon accounting with the Treasury for 
its profits, let the Bank be discharged from further obligation. 
Under the present system, if the profits of the Bank are in- 
adequate, as they have been, the capital is made to supply the 
deficit; and thus we are presented with a policy, which, in the 
case of an individual in private life, would be universally con- 
demned, and lead inevitably to poverty and bankruptcy. This 
policy is also recommended by its simplicity, irrespective of the 
condition of the bank. It would render the state of our ré- 
sources less complex, and manifest at all times, without dispute 
or cavil, the precise amount of available means. And what 
objection can be taken to this course of policy? Let us not be 
startled at the idea of anincrease of taxation to make up any 
deficit. I believe no such necessity will arise. Bat if it does, 
we ought to know it in due time, and not wait until the whole 
capital of the Bank is expended—until necessities multiply 
upon us to an extent beyond our ability to meet. 

If the Bank is put in a state of liquidation, it should of course 
be so gradual as not to impair the business of the country, or 
lesson the circulation. As the vacuum is formed it would be sup-. 
plied from other Banks nowin existence, or such as you may 
choose to create. 

Iam then prepared, and do earnestly recommend, that the 
Bank be either discontinued or disencumbered. Either policy 
is decidedly preferable to the present. Hither would be safe to 
the best interests of the State, while the present is destined, in my 
jadgment, to be disastrous. 

The subject of Common Schools, will, of course, engage your 
considerate attention. It is evident to every one that the present 
system is far from being satisfactory tothe people. And in many 
places, either from its defects, or from improper management, it 
has become odious, Doubtless many imprvoments could be made 
on the present plan, without reference to the increase of the fund, 
by which the administration of the whole could be rendered 
more easy and certain. But itis an increase of the fund which is 
most desired, and without which, no other innovation or improve- 
ment would be of any great practical utility. But how is this to 
be attained? Upon this subject there is a variety of opinions. 
I think our present revenue system will be found to furnish a 
surplus over and above the ordinary wants of the State, and 
probably beyond all contingencies. If so, how could it be better 
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applied, than to common school purposes? If this addition to the 

present fund be insufficient, I know no other mode of enlarging 
it, but by taxation. Whether this should be resorted to in any 
shape, you, who represent the immediate interests and wishes of 
the people, will determine. I beg leave, however, to state, that 
J do not believe a system of direct taxes expedient or proper, 
Some counties’ are unable to bear additional, burdens—while 
others are indisposed to do so, And experience has shown that a 
voluntary tax is mach more conducive to the success of common 
schools, than one to be enforced by a general law of the State. 
-By a voluntary tax, I mean, to confer, by law, the power upon the 
county courts of the different counties, to levy an amount within 
certain limits, for common school purposes—provided, that before 
such tax can be laid, the voice of the voters of the county shall 
he taken, and the exercise of the power be under the control of 
a popular majority. And whatever sum may be raised in this 
way, will be added to the proportion ot the State fund annually 
received by the county, and expended for school purposes within 
the county. In this way each county will control the matter for 
itself, and the people will or will not tax themselves, as they 
please. I think this plan is practicable, and so far as I have been 
able to perceive, it will be acceptable to the people. Something 
ought to be done to advance a subject of so much importance, 
We owe it to the character of the State, and we owe it as an act 
of justice to the children of the State. Ineed not enlarge ori the 
inestimable benefits of a general and diffusive system of educa- 
tion. It lies at the foundation of our form of government—giv- 
ing strength both to the ballot-box and to the catridge-box—and 
furnishing guarantees for the maintenance of law and order not 
to be found in pains and penalties. And from it we are to expect 
the origin and support of all great enterprises, that tend to 
develope our country and elevate our people. I sincerely trust 
you may find it in your power at the present session to advance 
this great cause, so that every child in the State, within the 
scholastic ages, may be enabled to learn the elements of educa- 
tion free of expense. 

The subject of Internal Improvement is one which is exciting 
more interest at present, than any perhaps which will enter into 
your deliberations. And it is gratifying to witness the spirit 
which now pervades the different sections of the State with 
regard toit. The Nashville and-Chatianooga railroad, and the 
East Tennessee and Georgia railroad are in a state of vigorous 
progress, and furnish assurances of their completion at no distant 
day. Much interest is also felt in Upper Tennessee, in favor of 
a road =e Knoxville to the Virginia line, chartered at your last 
session. These enterprises are all rendered more important by 
the policy of the State of Virginia, which promises the construc- 
tion of ardute from the Tennessee line to Lynchburg, thus present- 
ing the prospect of a line of railroad, almost unbroken from 
Nashville to the Eastern Atlantic. ‘While, by the enlightened 
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policy and liberal enterprise of the people and State of Georgia 
a continuous line is opening to us, to the Southern Atlantic. The 
vast advantages presented by these works, appeal to your en- 
lightened policy for all the aid in your power to bestow, to ensure 
their completion. Although the State debt is now considerable, 
yet it is not such in my opinion, considering the amount of our 
means, as to deter us from still further appropriations of the 
publie credit in aid of specific objects, I say in aid of specific 
objects, for I hope never again to see the indiscriminate policy 
of the act of 1837-8 resorted to by the State. Such a policy, if 
persevered in, would bankrupt any State in the world. The 
tendency was to construct any and every sort of road, without 
reference to its importance or value. The Upper East Tennes- 
see route, viewed both in its local bearing upon the interests of 
that section of the State, and as a part of the great chain con- 
necting us with the Eastern Atlantic, becomes an enterprise of 
the highest value. Indeed, it is indispensable, and I have no 
hesitation in recommending it as deserving a liberal patronage 
at the hands of the State. Haw much may be needed, remains 
to be seen; and how much should be granted, you will determine. 
It is not to be expected that private enterprise alone can build 
the road—-it is a work of too much magnitude. The advantages 
of this branch of improvement to East Tennessee are apparent. 
No man can contemplate her condition and natural resources, 
without being impressed with it. Dutthese works, though direct- 
ly connected with East and a portion of Middle Tennessee, are 
important to the whole State. They form the basis of other and 
similar enterprises already in agitation, and destined at no distant 
day, I trust, to be carried out. Looking at the spirit of the day 
upon such subjects, and the necessity of multiplying outlets to 
market, no one can believe for a moment that the Nashville and 
Chattanooga railroad will be limited to its present terminus. 
And to all, who indulge an enlarged view of the interests of the 
whole State, it must be a desirable object to see this road extend- 
ed from Nashville, or some intermediate point, west to Memphis. 
The Western portion of the State, is interested in such a com- 
munication to the East avd South-east. And so are the other 
sections of the State, ina speedy approach to the Mississippi and 
the South-west. The extension of this route West, would com- 
plete the chain from one end of the State tothe other. And be- 
sides the commercial advantages to flow from it, it would bring 
into constant and close communication, the people of all portioris 
of the State: a result greatly to be desired, in every view of our 
social and domestic well-being. [trust you may concur with me 
in the importance and practicability of the route from Nashville 
to Memphis, and grant a charter with such pledges of aid from 
the State as you may deem safe. Ido not doubt but the greater 
portion of the stock, at least, would be taken, as the line would 

through many counties of great wealth and resources, and 
deeply interested by their locality in the attainment of such a 
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road. F need not employ arguments or facts to enforce the in- 
calculable benefits of such a line of railroad to the people of 
Tennessee. Remote from the ocean and lakes, and limited, and, 
to a great extent, excluded from water communication, this 
\ State, with all its vast resources, has been kept in the rear of 
improvements which now mark the age. Our growth in numbers 
and wealth, though considerable, has been slow, compared to our 
capabilities. This is a question which addresses the interest of 
every farmer and mechanic in the land, more especially, they 
being producers and directly concerned in the enjoyment of a 
speedy andcertain market. The interest of all others compared 
to theirs, is but secondary. But there is another inducement, 
which appeals alike to all. The construction of such a road 
throughout the length of the State, would conduce to the growth 
of manufactures in all their variety. Besides its influence in 
enticing the capital of our own people into that department of 
industry, it would not fail to bring into our midst the capital and 
enterprise of other States. Our natural resources, agricultural, 
mineral and manufacturing, are well known and appreciated. 
Development ought to be the order of the day, at least in the 
politics of Tennessee. The property-holder and the non-proper- 
ty-holder are equally interested: the former in the increased 
value of what he has, and the latter in the acquisition of means 
forthe attainment of property. ` ` 
And, if we need the stimulus of example upon this subject, 
we have it in the policy of our sister State of Georgia. That 
State has the honor of being. foremost, among all the Southern 
States, in this great branch of enterprise. Though bounded on 
her Southern limits by the Atlantic shore, and enjoying many 
navigable rivers, yet, not content with these natural advantages, 
far superior to ours, her public undertakings for railroads al- 
ready amount to about six millions, while private enterprise has 
incurred an equal sum, on the same account. The results so 
far, have been propitious, and promise the certainty of a new 
era in the wealth and commerce of that State. 
' One difficulty, always encountered in any specific work of this 
kind, is the opposition of those sections not directly addressed by 
it. This ought not to be. All portions cannot at once be sup- 
plied with these facilities. It'must be done in detail, and witha 
steady and cautious calculation of the public and general, as 
well as local advantages to arise. 

But there is still another reason that ought of itself to enforce 
the extension of this railroad to some point on the Mississippi 
river—and that is the probable construction of a route to the 
Pacific—to be built by the General Government out of the pub- 
lic lands. This latter enterprise, if carried on, may connect it- 
self with some point on.our Western border—if so, it would form 
but the continuation of the line above recommended, And why 
may we not expect the route from Tennessee to be selected! It 
is recommended by the very enterprises I have been urging— 
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now in progress and in contemplation—and the character and 
resources of the countries through which they will pass—form- 
ing altogether an inducement in favor of this point. And from 
every observation that has been made, it will be shorter, cheap- 
erin its construction than any other yet indicated, and will not 
encounter the impassable snows, that are to be found, at least in 
winter, on the other routes. This great national project, so im- 
portant to the nation at large, and especially to the Mississippi 
valley, will, doubtless, receive your earnest countenance and fav- 
or, as it is now receiving much attention and regard by the peo- 
ple of the Southern and Western States. Tohave the Atlantic 
and Pacific connected by one great highway, and Tennessee en- 
joying an intermediate portion of it within her own territory, is 
well worthy of a vigorous demonstration on your part at the 
present session, independent of all other local considerations 
and interests. 

The Mobile and Ohio Railroad, will no doubt be pressed upon 
your consideration, either in its main route across the State, or in 
one or more diverging branches. It is destined, if completed, to 
be of immense value to a large and growing portion of our State, 
and proposés to add to other advantages another Southern mar- 
ket for our produce. 1 respectfully bespeak for this, as well as 
every other substantial project of improvement that may be pre- 
sented, your liberal and enlightened regard. In this connection, 
the further improvement of our rivers, ought not to be overlook- 
ed. Many lasting advantages can be attained by the expenditure 
of small sums, in the removal of specified obstructions, that now 
interfere materially with the navigation of many of our streams. 
The details of these, their locality, and estimated cost, are best 
known to yourselves. 

But while [am the earnest advocate of every thing that tends 
to develop the resources of the State; to quicken and advance 
her growth, in agriculture and the mechanic arts, in commerce 
and manufactures; I am not a friend to rash and improvident ex- 
penditures, The faith of the State ought not to be impaired, or 
endangered for any improvements however desirable. And it is 
gratifying to our pride of character as a people, that hitherto all 
our public engagements have been promptly and faithfully met. 
The credit of the State has hitherto escaped any reflection, eith- 
er at home or abroad, and this may assure the world that repudi- 
ation will never find a lodgment within our limits, as I trust it 
may never find an advocate. 

Ibeg leave to call your attention to that portion of the reve- 
nue law, passed at the last session, which relates to the tax an 
merchants. Itis,in my judgment, unequal and oppressive, and 
Trespectfully recommend its modification, It was no doubt the 
result of oversight in its framers. As the law now stands, it is 
agreat hardship on that class of men. l : 

Some amendment might be made to advantage, in our penal 
code, so far as relates to the punishment of slaves. The present 
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law, conferring power on the Executive, to commute the punish- 
ment of death to imprisonment for life in the Penitentiary does 
not, in my judgment, extend toslaves. And cases will often oc- 
cur, where the pardoning power ought to be exercised, but where 
some punishment short of .death, would be gladly inflicted if au- 
thority existed forit. Now it is death or no punishment at all, in 
all capital convictions of slaves. What additional mode of 
punishment should be adopted in such cases, is difficult to deter- 
mine. The choice, perhaps, is limited between confinement in 
the common jail and inthe Penitentiary. The punishment now 
inflicted on a slave for larcency, isa mere farce, and has no sort of 
terror connected with it—since he receives the same at the hands 
of his master for every day delinquencies. I submit to you, 
whether there is any remedy for these defects in the law, consis- 
tent with sound policy. 
A vacancy: has occurred in the Third Solicitorial District, by 
the resignation of Samuel A. Smith, Esq, which was tempora- 
rily filled by the appointment of James B. Cocke, Esq., of Athens. 
A vacancy occurred in the office of of Register of the Ocoee 
District, by the resignation of J.C. Tipton, and was supplied by 
the appointment of F. W. Lea, of Cleaveland. A vacancy also 
occurred in the office of Register of the Mountain District, by 
the death of Jacob A. Lane, and was supplied by the appoint- 
ment of John F. Voss, of Sparta. The office of Comptroller of 
the State became vacant by the resignation of F. K. Zollicoffer, 
and was filled by the appointment of Benjamin H. Shepherd. 
The office of Physician and Superintendent of the Lunatic Asy- 
lum, became vacant by the death of Dr. John S. McNairy, and 
was filled by the appointment of Dr. Boyd McNairy. Hon. Jas. 
Scott, Judge of the 14th Judicial Circuit, recently resigned his 
office to take effect on the 29th ult. This vacancy has not been 
filled by me, but isreserved for your election. These embrace 
all the vacancies, that have occurred since yourlast adjournment, 
the appointment of which is vested in your.Honorable body. 
Here I might close this communication, as all the principal 
subjects of State interest proper to be presented, are embraced. 
But the question of slavery, or rather the questions connected 
with it, have of late assumed such importance, as to demand my 
notice and some consideration at your hands. This institution, 
in my opinion, belongs exolusively to the States, where it exists, 
and neither the General Government, nor the other States of the 
Union, have any right to interfere with it; directly or indirectly. 
And if such right did exist, the subject is of too delicate and ag- 
itating a character to justify its exercise. I also deny the pow- 
er, claimed by many, in the General Government, to exclude sla- 
very from the new territories where it does not exist. That 
power is at least questionable, and it will be time enough to yield 
its existence when it is settled, by the graver tribunals of the 
country. In short, it seems to me that slavery in any aspect of 
it, does not properly admit of legislation by Congress, either to 
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determine where it shall or shall not go, or to abolish, limit, or 
impair it where itis, And certainly the repose of that section 
of the Union, where slavery exists, is best consulted by total si- 
lence on the part of Congzess upon this delicate subject. While 
this is so, the termination of slavery, if it is to have a termina- 
tion, is deeply involved in the prudence and forbearance of those, 
who are desirous to witness such an event. Every attempt to 
limit or interfere with it, by direct or indirect means, tends but 
to perpetuate it, and what is more, to weaken, and alienate the 
feelings and affections of one section of the Union towards the 
other. Let the people who shall inhabit the new territories, de- 
termine the question for themselves, when they meet to establish 
a State government. Their right to do this is admitted by all, 
but to exclude slavery from the territories in advance, by the 
adoption of what is called the Wilmot Proviso is, in effect, to 
foreclose the whole question. I amhappy in the belief, that all 
difficulty on the subject will be obviated at an early day, by the 
establishment of State governments, both in California and New 
Mexico; and whether they adopt or exclude slavery, is a matter 
for themselves, in which we have no concern, and about which, 
I am sure, I feel no solicitude. AH lovers of the Union; all 
friends to peace and harmony, will rejoice at such a consumma- 
tion. And it can neither injure nor disappoint any class, unless 
it be a few political agitators, both in the North and South, who 
have found in this question a prime element for commotion and 
disturbance. Ihave no sympathy with the threats of violence 
and disunion, that have been but too often heralded forth, on both 
sides of the question, as the ultimate remedy. This is not the 
proper mode of vindicating rights, between two great sections 
of the country——-bound together by so many glorious recollec- 
tions—and inspired by so many brilliant hopes and exceptations 
as belong to the future. Isee nothing in the present aspect of. 
this question to justify either a resort to violence or disunion, or 
to threaten them as remedies. If it should present a> graver 
feature, in its progress, let the emergency dictate the remedy. In 
the meantime, let us insist on our rights by all constitutional 
means, and also resolve to maintain the Union “at all hazards 
and in the last extremity.’ I am willing to yield the honor of 
disunion doctrines to those who rely upon them as a cure to any 
present or probable evils, to arise from the question of slavery. 
Upon them will rest the responsibility (and a fearful one it will 
be) of caleulating the value ofthe Union, and cheapening its dig- 
nity and duration, in the estimation of any portion of the Ameri- 
can people. With the Union, we have every thing to inspire 
the hopes and impel the energies of patriotism, amid the vast 
field of improvement that lies before us, Without it, we have 
nothing worth maintaining—worth living for—worth dying for! 
Clouds and darkness rest upon such a future—sectional jealous- 
ies—border forays-—endless collisions—the patriotism of trade 
and commerce, and the ruin of American liberty, fillup the bale- 
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ful picture. Against such a contemplation, all men of all par- 
ties, ought to turn with instinçtive horror. The Union ought 
to be deemed invaluable—as when it was formed it was deemed 
indispensible. It is invaluable: and deserves to be the last of 
human institutions that shall fade before the trumpet of retribu- 
tion. 

Whether slavery is right or wrong—-founded in good or bad 
policy, it will run its course, and maintain its place. And when- 
ever slave labor ceases to be profitable, the institution will no 
doubt be dispensed with, in the same way and from the same 
motives, which terminated it in the North-Eastern States, where 
it formerly existed. It asks for no protection, but simply de-' 
mands to be let alone. It cherishes no spirit of propagandism, 
but acknowledges the right and power of those who dispense 
with it todo so. 

For the purpose, therefore, of vindicating our rights, as well 
as to allay existing agitation, I recommend, that you memoralize 
Congress in a firm, vigorous and temperate appeal, against all 
legislation on the subject, and leave the evil, if it -be an evil, to 
correct itself under the auspices of local public sentiment, and 
local legislation—and allow the blessing, if it bea lessing, to be 
enjoyed unmolested, under the sanctuary of State authority. 

In closing this communication, I beg leave to tender the assu- 
rance of my best wishes for your success, in the discharge of the 
high duties which surround you, and for the lasting prosperity 
and happiness of our beloved State.

The committee on the judiciary to whom was referred resolu- 
tion, (No. 21,) proposing amendments to the Constitution of the 
State, soas to throw the election of Inferior Judges and Attorneys 
General before the people, have had the same under consider- 
ation and beg leave to report: 

That they recommend the said resolution do pass. 

The Committee can see no bar to the passage of the resolution, 
from the fact, that a resolution passed the last Legislature of 
Tennessee on the 4th February, 1848, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution so as to admit new counties with less territory 
than that fixed by the constitution. The 3d section ofthe 11th 
article of the constitution provides the mode of the amendment 
of thatinstrument. The amendment must be proposed and pass 
the Legislature by a majority—at the succeeding Legislature, 
and after publication, it must pass by «a majority of two-thirds, 
and then be submitted to the people, and if a majority of the 
voters vote for the amendment, it is adopted, and the constitution 
isamended. The same section further provides that the “Legis- 
lature shall not propose amendments to the constitution oftener 
than once in six years.” Itis clear that the proposition contem- 
plated in this clause, means a proposition from the Legislature to 
the people; that it is not a proposition by the Legislature until it 
goes to the people. It does not mean that the mere entertaining 
a proposition in the Legislature shall bar all other proposed 
amendments for six years. Ifthat were the case all amendments 
to the constitution might be forever barred, by frivolous resolutions 
to amend made designedly. 

There, then, being no constitutional barrier, the committee 
would urge the passage of the resolution upon the strongest 
grounds of expediency. Weare aware that any effortto change 
our Judicial system must combat prejudices of the strongest char- 
acter. Precedent and established usage in every thing connect- 
ed with the law, exercise a powerful influence on the public 
mind; and experience teaches us that the human mind is slower 
in adopting an enlightened policy of judicial reform, and in throw- 
ing off the shackles of established precedent, than in any other 
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work of improvement which has marked the gradual stages of 
human progress. . i 

Legal forms and proceedings which existed centuries ago, and 
were suited to the day, still exist; and, though the reason has 
ceased, the law yet remains. 

In adopting the Common Law of the mother country, we also 
adopted the usage of appcinting judicial officers by Executive 
authority. But the state of things is entirely different here. 
There it is the policy of the government to be as little responsjble 
to the people as possible, and the very fact of the people being so 
much restricted in their political privileges, incapacitates them 
in a great degree from being the repositories of such an import- - 
ant power. Bat here, there is a more diffused intelligence—the 
masses are more enlightened—enlightened by the influence that: 
free institutions always gives to the human intellect—they are 
the repositories of all political power, and are aware that upon 
their use of that power depends their own weal or woe. They 
are accustomed to grave responsibilities, and that enables them 
to meet responsibilities successfully. 

If the people are competent to elect their Presidents who hold 
in their hands such vast power, and important interests; if they 
are competent to elect their Governors, Congressmen and Legis- 
lators, surely they are competent to elect their Judges and At- 
torneys General. 

It is believed that the present is the worst possible mode of 
electing those officers. The electing body is small, and there is 
great inducement for combinations and influences to operate, 
and that, too, with the best intentions—frequently at war with 
what should be the true test in such elections—ihe merits and 
qualifications of the aspirant. 

Besides this, from the marked geographical divisions of our 
State and the few facilities of intercourse, itis impossible for 
members from one division of the State to know as much of the 
qualifications of the candidates for these stations, who reside in 
another disvision as well as the people among whom they re- 
side, and in the hurry of the elections and amidst business ofim- 
portance they frequently vote at perfect random. Merit then is 
not always rewarded, and many men who have toiled and strag- 
gled to some eminence in the rugged path to legal distinction, 
frequently find in their canvass before the Legislature, their tal- 
ents unrewarded, and that they must bear the “spuras which 
patient merit from the unworthy takes.” 

But it is objected that you degrade the dignity of the Bench 
by throwing these eleetions before the people, and subjecting the 
candidates to the exciting influence of a partizan contest. We 
have no fear of the purity of the ermine being contaminated by 
popular contact. The minds of the people would be turned to 
those persons best qualified to fill those stations, and party influ- 
enees and ties which so often bindin adamantine chainsthe minds 
of men, would become to be disregarded in a great degree 
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where the dearest, interests of the people would be involved. 
Abuses there would doubtless be at first. They exist where all 
new systems are adopted and old ones overthrown; but these 
abuses would soon give way te a just public sentiment. A well 
regulated public opinion always rises in this country with the ne- 
eessity for it. .Would it be a party ‚contest before the people? 
We believe not so much so as a contest before. the Legislature? 
It is clear that in small electing bodies, parties lines are more 
apt to be drawn than where the electing bodies are more numer- 
ous. Nor canit be urged that the decisions of the Bench would 
be influenced by considerations of an interested character or 
personal friendships. All members of the Bench now have 
their personal and political friendships, and if such considera- 
tions would operate in the one case they would in the other. 
Nor can iturged that elections will be too frequent, for it is be- 
lieved that in those States where elections are annual, less ex- 
citement prevails than where they occur biennially. Their very 
frequency has a tendency to dull the excitement. 

The elections of these officers by the people would be more 
in unison with our system of government. The framers of that 
system launched it forth to buffet the waves of deep rooted pre- 
Judices and long established theories, with no guide but the 
moral and intellectual capacity of the people to steer it through 
a troubled sea. The result has proved their wisdom, and the 
fact that power entrusted to the hands of an intelligent people 
will be used for the best interests of the country. Other States 
are taking the lead in the cause of judicial reform. Mississippi 
has adopted the system with entire success, The great State of 
New York elects all judicial officers by popular suffrage. 
Pennsylvania at the last session of her legislature commenced 
the alteration of her Constitution for that _purpose—a similar’ 
provision with regard to its alteration prevailing there that we 
have here. Other States are moving on this subject, and we 
hope that ere long Tennessee will take her stand among the 
foremost in the work of judicial reform. And it is certainly a 
gratifying spectacle when we behold in the old world the cause 
of liberty fallen beneath the arm of despotism, and arbitrary 
governments wresting from the people the free privileges which 
an advancing state of civilization had taught them to assume, 
to turn to our own land and see that we are extending the priv- 
ileges of the'masses, and peacefully widening the foundations of 
popular power. oO 

The committee entertaining the views here expressed, do ur- 
gently recommend the adoption of the proposed amendments to

In discharge of my 
duty, I commend these several reports to your careful examina- 
tion, and with as much brevity as I can command, I will proceed 
to submit to you such suggestions as seem to me to be expedient 
in regard to some of the more important subjects connected 
with your legislative duties, , 

At the threshold you will allow me to impress upon your 
minds the importance of instituting a rigid scrutiny into the 
condition of the different departments of the government, 
and the several institutions in any way connected with them, 
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as well as into the official conduct of ‘the several functiona- 
ries who have been. entrusted with their administration.— 
Such a scrutiny will enable you to discharge your own: re- 
sponsible duties. with satisfaction to yourselves and profit to 
your constituents, In the same spirit, I trust I may commend. 
to your approval the virtues of industry and economy in ex- 
ecuting the high trust which has been committed to your 
hands. 

Prominent amongst the subjects which will engage your ear- 
nest attention, is the Bank of Tennessee, I cannot too strong- 
ly urge upon you the importance of examining thoroughly in- 
to the condition of this institution, with a view to the adoption of 
such measures as will insure its continued safety and efficiency. 
I am satisfied from the Report of its presiding officer, that the 
burthens and liabilities imposed upon it by existing laws, are 
greater than it can bear without such inroads upon its capital as 
must greatly impair its usefulness, if not terminate in its ulti- 
mate prostration, These are results which cannot be avoided 
except by your interposition. It is required by existing laws 
to meet liabilities to an amount much larger than it can realize 
in the way of profits by any system of prudent and safe mana- 
gement. In this state of things, it becomes your imperious duty 
either to provide for its gradual liquidation or to come to its re- 
lief by a timely removal of its burthens. 

I cannot discover the necessity for the liquidation of the 
Bank. This process would inevitably be attended with a 
large amount of pecuniary embarrassment and commercial 
derangement. The withdrawal of its circulation would cre- 
ate a, vacuum which would be filled by the paper of other 
Banks, incorporated by our own or other States. The cur- 
rency furnished by it has been at all times as good as that of 
the, other institutions in our State, and I see no reason to 
suppose that it is not as good as that which could be furnish- 
ed by any other Bank that might be hereafter created. I 
see no reason to expect that any other Bank in our State 
would be better managed or would yield better profits. 
When compared with the management of the other institu- 
tions in the State, I have no reason to doubt thatit has been 
conducted with equal skill, prudence and profit, 

If the Bank of Tennessee were wound up it would devolve 
npon the Legislature to invest that portion of its capital 
made up of the Common School Fund, and the amount de- 
posited by the General Government in our Treasury. These 
funds are now yielding more than legal interest under the op- 
erations of the Bank. It would be difficult, if not impossible, 
tofind any safer or more profitable investment of these funds. 
Ifthey were invested in the purchase of the State Bonds, the 
interest on so much thereof as might be purchased with the 
School funds would necessarily have to be provided out of 
the State Treasury. These are some of the obstacles to liqui- 


144 
dation, which strike my mind as insuperable, and induce me 
to invite your serious consideration to the necessity of reliev- 
ing the Bankof some of its burthens. 

My examination of this subject has satisfied me that the 
true policy to be adopted in regard to the Bank, is to require 
the profits made annually to be paid into the Treasury, to 
constitute part of the revenue of the State, and to be dis- 
bursed by the Treasury in meeting the liabilities of the State, 
in the same manner that the other revenue of the State is 
now disbursed. If this were done, and the liabilities now 
imposed upon the Bank were transferred tothe Treasury, 
the Bank would be entirely relieved, and our financial sys- 
tem would be reduced to entire simplicity. The Bank would 
continue to be the depository of the public revenue, as at 
present, and might act as the agent of the Treasury, as it 
now does, in paying the accruing interest onthe State Bonds, 
which are held at distant points. The Compiroller’s report 
each year would then exhibit a full and intelligible view of 
our financial condition, and our system would be relieved of 
that complication which now makes it somewhat difficult of 
ready comprehension. I submit these suggestions to your 
attentive consideration, and indulge the anxious hope that if 
they fail to meet your approval and adoption, your own wis- 
dom will devise some other efficient plan for giving relief to 
the Bank. In connection with this subject, I invite your con- 
sideration to the propriety of resuscitating the three branches 
which are now ma process of liquidation. These branches 
were all located at important commercial points, surrounded 
by rich country and an enterprising population. In such Io- 
eations banking operations are usually carried on with profit, 
and I know no reason to doybt a similar result if these 
branches were restored and placed under prudent manage- 
ment. 

In calling your attention to the subject of popular educa- 
tion, I have most sincerely to regret that I am unable to re- 
commend fer your adoption any specific measure for the im- 
provement of our present system of common schools, Of the 
great value of an efficient system of common schools, I am 
strongly convinced; and i am equally well satisfied of the ut- 
ter incapacity of our present system te meet the reasonable 
wishes of the people. This incapacity, I doubt not, arises 
mainiy from the limited amount of the fund for annual dis- 
tribution. It may be true that there are defects in the system 
itself, which your wisdom can remedy, but with the present 
amount of annual distribution, I cannot indulge the hope that 
the system can be so amended as to be made efficient. 

The importance of popular education iti the preservation 
and perpetuation of our invaluable institutions, is so palpable 
and so universally felt and admitted, that it is matter of re- 
gret and surprise that more progress las not been made in 
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securing its benefits. It is manifest to my mind that these 
benelits can never be secured without a large increase of the 
common school fund. I know of no mode ‘of attaining this 
end, except by a resort to taxation for school purposes. None 
will doubt that the purposes of education furnish a legitimate 
object for the exercise of the taxing power. Indeed,it would 
be ditlisult to conceive of an abject more appropriate for the 
exercise of the taxing power, than that of training up the. 
rising generation to become’ useful and valuable citizens.— 
The claims of patriotism, philanthropy and religion, all com- 
bine in a strong appeal in behalf of so noble an object. If I 
felt authorized to recommend for your adoption my individual 
wishes and opinions on this interesting subject, I would urge 
upon you the exercise of the power vested in you; but in my 
extensive intercourse with our own common constituents, I 
have seen no evidence to justify me in supposing that such 
a recommendation would be in accordance with their convic- 
tions or expectations. Your ‘more intimate acquaintance 
with the sentiments and wishes of the people will enable you 
to judge more accurately on this subject than I can do; and 
into your hands I ‘comniit the subject, with the ardent hope 
that your labors may be successful in advancing the grea 

cause of popular education. 

I know of no subject which is entitled to more of your de- 
liberations than that of a system of Internal Improvements.— 
Nature has been liberal. in bestowing upon our State the ele- 
ments of prosperity and happiness, but until these resources 
are developed by a liberal system of Internal Improvements, 
‘our real advantages can never be fully understood and appre- 
ciated. Without facilities for commercial communication, 
our citizens are not presented with inducemenis to .exert 
their industry and exterpris2 in bringing to-light th» hidden 
treasures within their reach. Some portions of our State in 
whieh nature has been most lavish in her agricultural and 
mineral bounties, are so completely cut off from commercial 
facilities by surrounding mountain ranges, that little or ne 
advancement can be made towards wealth and prosperity.— 
I regard it to be the duty of the State to exert her power in 
removing the barriers to commercial intercourse, and so far 
as she has the means, to enable all of her citizens to have 
easy access to the best markets for the products of their labor. 

Upon looking at the geographical position of our State, the 
mind is strongly impressed with the necessity of a railroad 
communication extending from the eastern to the western - 
boundary, as nearly through its centre as practicable. Such 
an improvement would place every portion of the State with- 
in an accessible distance of the line of road, and would give 
a universal impulse to industry and enterprise which could 
not fail in a- short time to make ours one of the richest Statas 
inthe Union. Such aline of railroad is the more strongly 
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recommended from the fact that, at our eastern boundary it 
would promise direct communication with the Atlantic, through 
simular works in progress by Virginia, and at the western 
boundary it would make the communication easy with the 
projected railroad to the Pacifie. Upon the completion of 
these several projects in connection with the Georgia improve- 
ments which are rapidly approaching our borders, our State 
‘would become the great thoroughfare, in its whole length, for 
the immense travel and transportation which such a line 
would command. If our State possessed the necessary means 
ef constructing such a work, I should have no hesitation in 
recommending its adoption as a system worthy of our enter- 
prise. All, however, who are acquainted with the extent of 
our means and the amount of our present indebtedness, will 
at once agree that the system indicated is impracticable en 
account of its great magnitude. 

If we cannot accomplish so great an undertaking it is a 
matter of duty to inquire whether we can safely embark in 
any portion of it, and to what extent. 

With this view, I invite your attention to four projects al- 
ready occupying a large share of the public mind. I allude 
to the proposed railroad from the Virginia line to Knoxville 
—fthe Tennessee and Georgia road already in process of con- 
struction, connecting Knoxville with the Georgia road, and 
the Nashville and Chattanooga, in a rapid progress of con- 
struction, connecting Nashville with Chattanooga, and that 
portion of the Mobile and Ohio railroad proposed to be ex- 
tended from South to North through the Western District of 
our State. The three first may all be regarded as sections of 
the general system to which I have already directed your 
attention. The two proposed roads in East Tennessee are 
of incalculable importance to that portion of the State.— 
Their completion, (particularly if the Virginia road is con- 
structed to our eastern border,) would remove the barriers 
which have heretofore prevented the development of the 
rich resources of that division of the State. The Tennessee 
and Georgia road presents particularly strong claims upon 
your consideration, from the fact that the State has already 
sunk a large amount on this work and its completion furnish- 
es the only hope of any return for the expenditures already 
made. Of the importance of the Nashville and Chattanooga 
road to the interests of the middle portion of the State, I need 
not speak—the work will at once commend itself to your con- 
sideration as one of the noblest enterprises of the age. The 
advantages of a road running through the Western District, 
between the Tennessee and Mississippi rivers, will at once ot- 
eur to all who examine the subject. 

I recommend each of these projects as well worthy of all 
the aid which the State can safely render to them. But in 
determining whether you will extend the aid of the State to 
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all or either of them, and to what extent, there are certain 
considerations of great moment, which, in my judgment, 
ought to be kept constantly in view. It is certain that the 
State can furnish no aid to these or any other projects of In- 
ternal Improvement except by the use of her credit. In de- 
ciding whether her credit can be safely resorted to or not, it 
will be incumbent on you to look carefully into the present 
indebtedness of the State and our means of meeting prompt- 
ly its principal and interest. If you shall come to the con- 
clusion that our present debt cannot be increased without af- 
fecting the credit of our bonds, this ought to be an insupera- 
ble barrier to any action on ‘the subject. We are bound by 
the highest obligations to preserve the credit of the State in- 
violate and untarnished, If you should be satisfied that our 
credit would not suffer by an increase of our debt, I cannot 
too strongly impress upon your minds the importance. of pro- 
viding with certainty for the payment of the accruing inte- 
rest at thé same time that you provide for contracting the ad- 
ditional debt. I feel it my duty also to recommend that before 
embarking the credit of the State in any work you satisfy 
yourselves fally that the work when completed will yield a 
fair profit upon the capital invested, and as the best guaran- 
tee on this point that the State shall only come forward with 
her aid after individual capital has been embarked to such an 
extent as to insure the State against ultimate loss. These 
principles I regard as fundamental in connection with thissub- 
ject, and I commend them to your adoption, whether you 
are about -to embark the State in the works I have specifically 
designated or any others in which the aid of the State may be 
invoked. 

It? wilt be your duty ta look carefully into the revenue laws 
to detect any defects which may exist and to make such amend- 
ments as may be needed. Complaints have been made asto 
the unequal operation of the revenue Jaws as they affect the 
mereantile community. These complaints appear to me to be 
well founded, and I ,recommend ‘the’ subject to your considera- 
tion, for such amendments as will remove all just grounds of: 
complaint. 

Your attention has been no doubt already directed tothe pro~ 
gess made towards the completion of the beautiful capitol build- 
ing now in progress of erection. The magnificent scale on which 
this stracture was originally projected, necessarily requires much 
time and money for its completion, but when completed, it will 
be a State House of which we may well be proud. I deem it 
proper to recommend this work to your especial examination, 
with a view of determining whether it would not be sound policy 
aud good ‘economy to provide the means for a more early com- 
pletion of the building than can be attained without providing 
additional force. _, 

The reports of the Superintendent of the Penitentiary and 
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of the Physician to the Lunatic Asylum are already before 
you, and from these you will learn the present condition of 
those institutions, and the management for the last two years.— 
Their great importance will call for a fall share of your at- 
fention and deliberations in determining whether any and 
what improvements ean be made in their internal manage- 
ment and police. 

Leoneur fully in the sentiment that the fundamental law 
of the State should not be subjected to frequent and incon- 
siderate changes. But experience may develope defects even 
in our Constitution, and when clearly developed it becomes 
our solemn duty to apply the necessary correction. Our 
Constitution has now been in operation for about fifteen years, 
and it is matter of congratulation that its provisions have 
proved so satisfactory that few attempts have been made to 
disturb them by amendment. At the present time, however, 
there is a strong conviction pervading the public mind, that 
tke best interests of the State demand a change in the mode 
of eleeting the several officers connected with the administra- 
tion of justice. In this conviction my own mind fully con- 
eurs, and I avail myself with pleasure of this occasion, to 
recommend the subject to your most thoughtful consideration. 
The evils atiending the present mode of electing judges and 
attorneys general, are too palpable to escape the attention of 
the most careless obsefver. It is probably true that no mode 
can be devised which would be entirely free from objections; 
but upon a survey of all the considerations connected with 
the question. | am satistied that the election of these officers 
divectly by the people is liable to fewer objections than any 
other plan, whilst it is strongly recommended by its strict con- 
formity to the general spirit and genius of our institutions. 
QF the capacity of the people to make wise and judicious 
selections, mone ean well doubt whilst we have the lights of 
experience in other States, showing that the fears which in 
former times prevailed on this subject have proved ground- 
less. Our Constitution wisely prohibits hasty and rash 
amendments of the fundamental law, bat wih equal wisdom 
it provides a safe and satisfactory mode of securing necessa- 
xy reforms. Fully satisfied that the reform indicated is de- 

anded as well by the true interests of ihe State as by the 
popular will, I recommend that you take the necessary steps 
ior securing the desired amendment at as early a period as 
may be practicable under the Constitution. 

According to the structure of our federal and- State govern- 
iments, certain specified powers have been delegated to the 
former, whilst all others have been reserved to the latter. 
The preservation of the line thus drawn between them, calls 
upon us for constant vigilance in guarding against encroach- 
ments on either side. You will not fail to feel sensibly the 
high responsibility which rests upon you to maintain the 
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rights reserved to your constituents in all their fullness and 
vigor. sO 

A deep conviction is rising upon the minds of many, and in 
this conviction ] participate, that a disposition prevails among 
a large portion of our northern brethren to give such a direc- 
tion to the action of Congress, as will ultimately interfere 
with the rights reserved to us, in connection. with the institu- 
tion of slavery. It becomes our duty to our best interests to 
meet this disposition at the threshold, and to assert and main- 
tain onr rights with unflinching firmness. It will be readily 
conceded by all, that Congress has no power to interfere di- 
rectly with slavery in the States. Such an interference would 
be so gross a violation of our constitutional rights, that we 
cannot anticipate that any one will have the hardihood to 
propose it. Our danger does not lie in open and direct as- 
saults upon our righis, but in covert and indirect measures, 
whose ultimate purpose and tendency will be to effect results 
which could ‘not be attained by direct means. If Congress 
can be induced to adopta series of measures, which would 
encircle the slaveholding States with free territory, would 
abolish slavery in the District of Columbia, and would pro- 
hibit the transfer of slaves from one State to another for sale, 
it is apparent that the permanency of our rights would be 
seriously endangered. Against such measures as these, as 
well as against direct attempts to infringe upon „our rights, it 
is our solemn duty to protest. I hold that Congress can exer- 
cise no power but sach as has been delegated by the Consti- 
tution. Inthat instrument, I find no warrant for any action 
by Congress on the subject of slavery in a territory; and hence 
I stand upon constitutional ground in denying the power of 
Congress either to establish or prohibit slavery in our newly 
acquired territories. These territories are the common pro» 
perty of the several States of the confederacy, won by the 
joint blood and treasure of our brave countrymen. Each 
State and each citizen has the same rights in this property as 
any other State or citizen. An attempt by Congress to make 
distinctions on this subject, by attaching conditions to the en- 
joyment of this common property, would be an outrage upon 
justice and principle, which would justify prompt and efficient 
resistance by all the means known to the Constitution. 

Entertaining these sentiments, and being fully satisfied that 
the true place to meet and arrest danger is at the threshold, 
I deem it to be our duty as a State to proclaim to our northern 
brethren, in terms of respectful frankness and firmness, our 
unalterable purpose of maintaining our rights, at all hazards 
and to the last extremity. With this view, I recommend that 
you adopt and forward to Congress a remonstrance expressive 
of the sentiments of our constituents on this exciting question. 

I submit these suggestions to your wise consideration, with 
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an ardent hope that your deliberations will be characterized 
by harmony and energy, and that your labors will redound to 
the lasiing happiness and honor of our State.

> By reference to Scotts edition of the laws of Tennessee we. 
find that by the- act of 1809, chap. 49, theecireuit Judge had an 
unlimited discretion upon a case set forth and supported by the 
oath of the-party to change the venue to the nearest adjoining 
county, in both ciyil and criminal cases, at the first trial term. 
This same act was extended by the act of 1815, to all cases, ei- 
ther before or after the first trial term. It seems from the action 
of the Legislature, that this act did not prove satisfactory: for by 
reference to Scott’s edition of the laws of Tennessee we find that 
an act passed the Legislature.in 1817 giving power to the court 
upon the application and oath of the party which would author- 
ize a change of venue under the laws then in force, to summon a 
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jury from another county, by an order to the County Court of said 
county, for that purpose, in all civil cases, to attend in the county 
where the said suit was pending to try the cause. By the 5th 
section of the same act all laws authorizing the change of venue 
in either civil or criminal cases, were repealed. By the 6th sec- 
tion of this act, it was made the duty of the.Court in all crimi- 
nal cases, where the punishment was death, if a jury could 
not be obtained free of exception to summon a jury from 
some adjoining county to try the cause. So averse was the 
Legislature to changing the venue ¿in any case whatever, 
one of the preambles intimating that it was to prevent disputes 
about the change of venue that they prevented the change. 

By an act passed in 1819 only one change was allowed in a 
civil or criminal case. Tn 1825 the change of venue was allowed 
in civil or criminal cases, upon the oath of the party, supported 
by three disinterested witnesses. 

In 1827 all laws authorizing the change of venue in criminal 
cases were repealed and it was made the duty of the Judge, after 
attempting to empannell the jury and believing that a fair and 
impartial trial could not be had, to change the venue to an ad- 
joining county, if the defendant agreed to it. 

These facts are set forthto show the current of Legislation on 
this subject, which seems to have been averse to changing the 
venue particularly in criminal cases. The law as it now is leaves 
it to the discretion of the Judge to change the venue in criminal 
cases after an attempt to empannell a jury: a failure in 
which is the best evidence of existing pejudice. By giv- 
ing this power, to change the venue, to the defendant and 
three other persons, youmay defeat the ends of public justice, in 
which the community may be a part on one hand: and after the 
change is made and the same prejudices are found to exist in the 
adjoining county, on the other hand the defendant is barred from 
any further change, although the court may be of the opinion that 
an impartial trial cannot be obtained. The committee, for these 
reasons, recommend the rejection of the bill.

The owner 
not feeling himself bound to tax them as they were not in his pos- 
session, and the hirer not listing them because he did not own 
them, To remedy this the above section was enacted. The whole 
object was to bring out a taxation of all the property of theState. 
The committee, after due consideration, believe that the law should 
remain as itis. The payment of the taxes on the slaves can be 
a matter of contract between the parties at the time of hiring.

The judiciary committee, to whom was referred resolution 
No. 62,] instructing them inquire into the constitutionality of 
reducing old counties under the constitutional number of square 
miles by changing the county lines, have had the same under 
consideration and beg leave to report: 

That the fourth section of the tenth article of the constitution 
provides the mode of forming new counties by the Legislature, 
which must consist of not less than three hundred and fifty 
square miles, and four hundred and fifty voters; the line of the 
new county not to run within twelve miles of the court house of 
the old county; and provides also that the old county shall not be 
reduced below six hundred and twenty-five square miles. 

The question seems to be, whether this clause applies alone to 
the formation of new counties and whether it embraces a change 
of the line of old established counties, if by such change, the 
old county is reduced below the area of six hundred and twenty 
five square miles. The committee believe that the meaning 
and true construction of the constitution, that no old county 
shall be reduced below the area of six hundred and twenty- 
five square miles. If there should be any doubt as to the con- 
struction of the first portion of this section, it is believed that 
all doubt is removed by the subsequent provisions and the gen- 
eral tenor of the whole clause. For instance, it is provided in 
the same section ‘that the line of a new county may run within 
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eleven miles of the seat of Justice of Franklin county; provided 
it does not reduce said county to less contents than six hundred 
and twenty-five miles.’ There are several specifie exceptions 
from the provisions of this section. The counties of Rhea, Car- 
ter, Tipton, Dyer and Sallivan are excepted out of its provis- 
ions; and each might be redueed to a less area. It is expressly 
provided that the county of Sullivan may be reduced below the 
contents of six hundred and twenty-five square miles. A pro- 
minent object of the section seems to have been, to establish 
the area of the old counties, below which they should not be 
reduced. The specific exceptions show the rule. The provis- 
ion itself is taken from the old constitution, as will be seen by 
reference tothe fourth section of the ninth article of that instru- 
ment, [see Scott’s edition of the laws of Tennessee, volume one, 
page 534,] it was certainly important and necessary to estab- 
lish the area of the old counties to prevent the evils attendant 
upon the division into too small parts. If this provision had not 
existed, we might now have had two or three times as many 
counties as we have now. If then the constitution fixes the 
area of the old counties, that area cannot be reduced either in 
the formation of anew county or by changing the lines of the 
old counties, without an alteration of the constitution itself.

The judiciary committee to whom was recommitted House 
resolution [No. 21,] proposing amendments tothe Conststution 
soas to give the election of Judges to the people, and also to ad- 
mit new counties with a less number of square miles, than that 
fixed by the Constitution, have had the same under considera- 
tion, and beg leave to report: 

That by the 3d section of the 11th article of the Constitution, 
it is provided in the last clause, that the Legislature shall not 
propose amendments to the Constitution oftener than once in six 
years. The framers of the Constitution as appears from this, and 
a preceding clause, evidently did not intend to limit the amend- 
ments to the instrument to a single proposition, but permitted as 
many as the Legislature choose to propose, prescribing the time 
of proposing them by a limitation of six years. In the same 
section it is provided that the Legislature shal] submit such pro- 
posed amendments to the people at such time and in such man- 
ner as the General Assembly shall preseribe, ` 

The Legislature, then, can propose as many amendments to 
the Constitution as they deem proper; but must submit them to 
the people at the same time, If the Legislature choose to pass 
the resolutions as to the admission of new counties, which were 
passed at the last Legislature, and are now before this General 
Assembly to be passed by two-thirds, it will be in the power of 
this Legislature to fix the time and mode of submitting them to 
the people. Andif they desire, they ean postpone the time of 
submitting them to the period at which the proposed amend- 
ments as to the election of Judges &c., if passed, will be submit- 
ted to the people. The committee believe that each proposition 
should go.to the people untramelled with others of a dissimilar 
character, and stand upon its own merits. 

The committee would therefore recommend, that all after the 
first section on the third page to the seventeenth line inclusive as 
to the admission of those counties, provided for by resolutions 
of the last Legislature, be laid upon the table; and that the last 
section providing fora new county to be formed out of White, 
Overton, Jackson and Fentress be laid upon the table, and de- 
tached from the resolutions by a division of the question,

Resolved, that the commissioners of the New Lunatic Asy- 
lum, be instructed to suspend all further contracts in rela- 
tion to said building, and all proceedings under contracts alrea- 
dy entered into, except in such cases as contracts may have ac- 
quired irrevocable rights of proceeding with their contracts, un- 
til further directed by the General Assembly. 

Mr. Burton asked and obtained leave ot absence for Mr. Smith 
of Wilson, until Tuesday next. 

‘Mr. Bate of Sumner, offered a series of resolutions on the 
subject of southern rights with reference to domestic slavery; 
which were read, and which lie over. 

They are as follows: 
We the members of the General Assembly of the State of 
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Tennessee, fee] that we should not have fully discharged the 
duty imposed on us by our position, if we were not tosolemnly 
protest against the unfounded pretentions assumed, that Con- 
gtess has power to prevent the introduction and existence of 
domestic slavery in the territories, and other powers of a kindred 
nature. 

It is asserted, that Congress has this full power over all the 
territories belonging in common to the people of the United 
States. That the exercise of this: power is expedient and ne- 
cessary—with rare and patriotic exceptions, this seems to be the 
settled design by the people of the northern States. The pulpit, 
the ballot box, the Hall of Legislation have all become tributary 
to this fanatical hostility to the South. Fora series of years 
we have stood upon the defensive. Devoted to the Union we 
have shrunk from the agitation of a question so fearfully calcu- 
_ lated to estrange us in feeling from our northern brethren. Re- 
lying upon the truth of our cause, we have presented the calm 
front of a patient forbearance to every aggression. We have 
appealed to them by every reason that could move the noble 
emotions of an American citizen—to their patriotism, their devo- 
tion to our common union; we have invoked the recollection of 
the past; we have appealed to the hopes of the future. Ithas 
all been of no avail. Weare forced to the painful conclusion, 
that it is vain to hope for an abandonment of this subtle design. 
Submission to a series of wongs has but provoked further aggres- 
sion, and it is wise in States as in individuals to resist encroach 
ments. In this unfortunate controversy, should the people of the 
northern States persevere in their present avowed intent, there 

are but two alternatives left us; the one is resistance; the other 
' submission. To the one we cannot, we will not consent; the 
other we are reluctant to adopt. 

In the name of our constituents, we solemnly deny the existence 

of the power claimed. We assert, it will violate the constitu- 
tion, and tend to a dissolution of the Union. We again remon- 
gtrate in feelings of consiliation with our northern brethren.— 
We warn them of the consequences of perseverance. They 
have disregarded the most solemn compromises in which we 
yielded too much. Their course indicates a determination to 
decide by the force of numbers. There is no common arbiter, 
and we too must decide for ourselves. That decision is made. 
We take our stand on the plain principles of the constitution, 
and intend to maintain it, or sink in the effort. 

We assert that these States by the revolution; by the decldra- 
tion of independence; and by the treaty of peace, becume separ- 
ate and independent sovereignties, with all the political power 
of separate and distinct nations; that they are still so except so 
far as they have expressly delegated part of their power to the 
General Government. They have not delegated theirsovereign- 
ty. The Federal government is not sovereign. It is a limited 
federative system possessed only of such powers as have been 
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expressly granted to it by the constitution, with such implied 
powers as are absolutely necessary to carry out the express 
grants. We maintain that the system of slavery was recog- 
nized by the Constitution; slaves were recognizd as property; 
the full right to which was guarded, protected and guarantied 
by the compact with more special care than other speciesof pro- 
perty. Congress hasno power over such property to abolish, or 
prohibit or impair its usefulness. The right of property prece- 
ded the constitution; it is coeval with the history of man; it exists 
by a paramount law of nature; it is subject of control by state 
sovereignty only. This Union never would have been formed, 
but for the guaranty contained in the constitution on the subject 
of slavery. ° 

We assert that the territory acquired by the late treaty with 
Mexico, isthe common property of all the people of the United 
States, and all have the right to move to it, and take with them 
their property, their religion and liberty. Congress did not create 
property in slaves, nor can it say they shall cease to be property. 
To abolish slavery in the territories is to diminish their value and 
limit their usefulnes in the States; It is an appropriation of the 
territories to the people of one portion of our country tothe ex- 
clusion of another whose blood and treasure flowed freely in the 
war which acquired it. The power of Congress to legislate for 
the territories is to protect the citizens and property, not tode- 
clare what is property. ; 

The efforts of the great body of the people of the North to pass 
the Wilmot Proviso upon the territories, to abolish slavery in the 
District of Columbia, the slave trade between the States and 
prohibit their employment in our southern navy-yards and dock- 
yards, added to the violence and bitterness with which slavery, 
slave States, and slave owners are in every manner and at all 
times abused and denounced, together with the aid given by 
their emissaries to our fugitive slaves to escape from their owners, 
and refusal to surrender them up in direct violation of the plain 
injunction of the constitution, all evidence a settled design on 
their part at no distant day to abolish slavery in the states them- 
selves.—Therefore. ; > l i 
__1. Resolved, That we continue to entertain a devoted and cher- 
ished attachment to the Uuion, but we desire to haveit as it was 
formed and not as an engine of oppression. 

2. Resolved, That all attempts by Congress or others directly 
or indirectly to interfere with the subject of slavery in the south- 
ern States, are in violation of. the constitution, dangeraus to the 
rights and safety of the South and ought to be promptly resisted. 
_ 3. Resolved, That Congress has no power to abolish, slavery 
in the District of Columbia, or to prohibit the slave trade between 
the several States, or to prohibit the introduction of slavery into 
the territories of the United States, and that the passage by 

/ongress of any such law, would not only be a dangerous vio- 
lation of the constitution, but afford evidence of deliberate and 
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fixed design on the part of that body to interfere with the institu- 
tions ofslavery in the States. 

4. Resolved. That we would regard the passage by Congress 
of the “Wilmot Proviso” which would in effect deprive the citizens 
of the slaveholding states of an equal participation in the terri- 
tories acquired more than equally by their blood and treasure, as 
an unjust and insulting discrimination to which these states can- 
not without political degradation, submit; and to which this as- 
sembly representing the feelingsof the people of Tennessee, 
solemuly declare they will not submit. 

5. Resolved, :hatitis the duty of Congress without delay to 
enact such laws as in their operation will give all the aid which 
the General Government constitutionally possesses, to the owner 
to secure his fugitive slave. 

G. fiesatred. That the Missouri Compromise was originally 
adopted by a large majority of northern votes in Congress, as a 
dividing linc between slave and free States, but although then 
as how regarded by the people of the southern States as an in- 
vasion of our constitutional rights, we have at all times acqui- 
esced in good faith to the surrender therein of our rights north 
of that line, because we viewed it asa compromise settlement of 
an exciting question which seriously threatened to destroy the 
fraternal feeling between the people of the north and south— 
perhaps the Union itself In view of the fact that the equity of 
said compremise, as wellas the safety of the south, requires that 
the entire region of country south of that line to the Pacific 
Ocean, be surrendered to southern institutions without opposi- 
tion from the northern States—we therefore declare that the war 
made upon us in regard to said territory even before it was ac- 
quired by treaty from Mexico, followed by the getting up of the 
pretended Constijution, which, without regard to the forms of 
law, or requirements of the constitution lately emanated from a 
self-styled convention of a part of those styling themselves peo- 
ple of California, is a fraud upon the south as palpable and dan- 
gerous as a direct application of the Wilmot Proviso itself, and 
that it is our duty to resist the acceptance and enforcement of 
the same by Congress as promptly and to the same extent as the 
Wilmot Proviso in express words. 

7. Resolved, That we recommend to the people of this State to 
take into consideration the proposed mode of the late convention 
held at Jackson, in the State of Mississippi, in October last, ‘‘that 
a convention of the slaveholding States should be held at Nash- 
ville, in this State, on the first Monday of June, 1850, to consider, 
devise and adopt some mode of resistance to these aggressions;” 
and recommend, should they see proper to meet in said proposed 
convention, that the people of each Congressional District appoint 
two delegates and two alternatives to represent them in said con- 
vention. 

8. Resolved, That, in the language of an eminent Northern 
writer and patriot, “the rights of the South in African service, ex- 
ist not only under butover the Constitution. They existed before 
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the Government was formed. The Constitution was sanctioned 
by them, then they by the Constitution. Had not that instrument 
admitted the sovereignty of those rights it never would itself have 
been admitted by the South. It bowed in deference to rights old- 
er in their date, stronger in their claims, and holier in their nature 
than anyother which the Constitution can boast. Those rights 
may not be changed, even by a change of the Constitution. They 
are out of the reach of the nation, asa nation. The confederacy 
may dissolve and the Constitution pass away; but those rights 
will remain unshaken, will exist while -the South exists—and 
when they fall the South will perish with them.” e 

9. Resolved, That the passage by Congress of the “Wilmot 
proviso,” or a law abolishing slavery in the District of Columbia, 
or prohibiting the slave trade between the States, would of itself 
be such a breach of the federal compact, as, in that event, would 
make it the duty, as it is the right, of the slaveholding States to 
take care of their own safety; and, upon the passage by Congress, 
of either of these laws, the Governor of this State is requested 
forthwith to convene the General Assembly to consider of the 
mode and measure of redress.

their votes. 

During the first two days of the balloting for Comptroller, I 
was present and voted whenever my name was called.

He runs all 
risks of his own free will and accord, and itis as well that he 
should run the risk of the death ofhis principal as that the prin- 
cipal become insolvent. [tis better for the security to bè de- 
layed by the death of the principal, because by his voluntary 
obligation without any consideration moving to himself, he. risks 
all hazards, than the payee, who gave his credit in the first 
place on the faith of the security. The committee believe that 
the bill would strike at the first principles on which contracts 
are founded, and prove injurious to the best interests of the 
community.

be given-in, in the name of the legal owner when it remains in 
the County, where the owner resides, yet they feel assured that to 
extend the law beyond this would tend materially to lessen the 
income to the Treasury, an event to be deprecated in the present 
attitude of our financial affairs. It is known to some of your 
Committee that owners of iron works and others who hire a 
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number of negroes under the old law, would refuse to pay tax 
on them, alleging that they belonged to persons residing in other 
Counties, and that the owners paid the tax, and at the same time 
thie owners refused to pay the tax on them, alleging that they 
were hired out of the county before the 10th day of January, 
and that their hirer was to pay the taxes, and thus it was that the 
State lost the taxes upon such slaves altogether. ` For these rea- 
sons your Committee have recommended the rejection of the bill, 
and for the further reason that your Committee think no hard- 
ships can grow out of leaving the owner and the hirer to con- 
tract in view ofthe law as it now stands, sufficient to warrant a 
change in the same.

In mostecases the slaves are en- 
gaged in farming, cultivating the lands of the estate; and their 
labor, taking all things into consideration, will be worth more to 
the estate thaa the amount of hire, The abusive treatment 
waich hired slaves frequently receive, the contraction of bad 
habits incident to such a mode of life, will generally create an 
actual loss to the estate greater than the profits of hiring. It is 
a great desideratum, and is always the true policy im the settle- 
ment of estates, to pay off the debts and make the distribution 
as soon as possible. Itis believed that if the present bill were to 
become a law. it would have a tendency to retard the settlement 
and distribution of estates. As it is now, estates are generaliy 
divided soon after the qualification of the executor or administra- 
tor. If this bill should pass, an estate would seldom be divided 
before the close of the two years allowed by law. For these rea- 
sons, the committee recommend the rejection of the bill. *

The bill provides 
that one half of the $1,300,000 deposited by the General Gov- 
ernment with the State of Tennessee shall.-be declared a com- 
mon school fund. as 

The tenth section of the eleventh article of the Constitution 
provides that the fund called the common school fund, and all 
the lands and the proceeds thereof,’dividends, stocks, and other 
property of every description whatever heretofore appropriated 
by the General Assembly of this State, for the use of common 
schools, and all such as shall hereafter be appropriated, shall 
remain a perpetual fund, the principal of which shall never be 
diminished by Legislative appropriation, and the interest there- 
of shall be inviolably appropriated to the support and encour- 
agement of common schools throughout the State. . 

In the same section it is further ‘provided “that if at any 
time hereafter a division of the public lands of the United 
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States or of money arising from the sales of such lands, shall 
be made among the individual States, the part of such lands 
or money coming to this State shall be devoted tothe purposes 
of education and internal improvements, and shall never be ap- 
plied to any other purpose.” 

The committee believe that the State of Tennessee has. no 
right to make a permanent investment of this fund as is con- 
templated in the bill under consideration. By reference to the 
13th section of the act of Congress, passed June 23d, 1836, it 
will be seen that this fundis merely a loan to the State of Ten- 
nessee and not a gift, and is liable to the call of Congress at 
any time. This section provides that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall deliver this surplus revenue to the Treasurer of 
the State or other competent authorities on receiving certificate 
of deposit therefor signed by such competent authorities in 
such form as may be prescribed by the secretary aforesaid, 
which certificate shall express the usual and legal obligations, 
and pledge the faith of the State for the safe keeping and repay- 
ment thereof, and shall pledge the faith of the State receiving 
the same, to pay the same monies and every part thereof, from 
time to time. whenever the same shall be required by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

This deposit then is a mere loan of the surplus revenue, and 
it is clear from the provisions of the act, that its repayment into 
the ‘Treasury of the United States was contemplated. 

It should be remarked too, that this re-payment is to be made 
to the Secretary of the Treasury whenever he shall require it to 
detray any wants of the treasury, without the intervention of an 
act of Congress, 

However much opinions may differ, asta the question, “whether 
this fund will ever be called for,” yet itis merely a lien, and as 
such cannot be vested permanently, and cannot be made a school 
fund, which is declared by the Constitution “to be a perpetual 
fund, the principal of which shall never be diminished by Leg- 
islative appropriation, and the interest thereof shall be inviolably 
appropriated to the support and encouragement of Common 
Schools.” 

Another objection to the investment of this fund as proposed in 
the biil under consideration is that by the second section of the 
act passed January 19, 1888, creating the Bank of Tennessee, 
this fund is made a portion of the capital of the Bank, the char- 
ter ot which does not expire until 1868, it is believed that a dif- 
ferent investment of that fund would be a virtual repeal of the 
charter of the Bank; for these reasons the committee recommend 


a rejection of the bill.

Mr. Speaker: . 

The Senate have taken up and considered House resolution 
[No. 118] and have concurred in the same. I am directed to in- 
form the House, that the Speaker of the Senate has appointed 
Messs. Zollicoffer, Hill and Wilkes, to be of said committee of 
conference on the part of the Senate in obedience to said resolu- 
tion, T am directed to inform the House that the Senate have 
rejected a House bill [No. 47] to amend the act of 17th January, 
1848, ch. 62; which bill is herewith transmitted to the House. 

The Senate have passed upon their third and last reading bille 
of the following titles, in which Iam directed to request the con-

The Committee on Internal Improvements, to which was re- 
fered resolution [No. 101,] “to inquire into the propriety of lay- 
ing a specific tax in each bill proposing to issue the bonds of the 
State for internal improvement purposes, seflicient to meet the 
interest arising upon such bonds, when they shall finally fall 
due,” report that whilst they feel it an imperious duty to recom- 
mend a system of internal improvements, calculated te develop 
the resources of the State and keep pace with sister States, in 
their laudable efforts to unite with us in constructing great com- 
mercial thoroughfares, not only beneficial to each, but conducive 
to the interests of the whole Union; yet the improvident legis- 
lation of 1837, and the disasters of that ill-judged system, has, 
more than all other considerations tended to retard the improve-, 
ment of the State, and prevent her assuming that station to 
which her central position would entitle her. To abandon the 
attempt to extend the great work of railroad improvement, now 
forced upon us by sister States would be suicidal. To attempt 
their execution by direct State aid would be attempting to per- 
form what your committee feel assured would be repudiated by 
the House. Hence, they, asa last and only resort, have yielded 
to the solicitation of patriotic citizens, who have associated 
themselves together and pledged their own fortunes in the great 
enterprise of theday; and have reported a -bill in which they 
ask from the State no subscription of Stock, nor copartnership, 
in the work, but simply a loan of that credit which they in com- 
mon with their fellow-citizens of the State, have been instru- 
mental in building up. For that credit they propose to indemni- 
fy the State, by constructing of their own means, and putting 
into operation a given section of road, consisting fo twice the sum 
for which they ask the loan cf the State’s credit, to enable them 
to progress in the second section, and so on until the whole work 
is completed; at the same time giving a trust upon the work thus 
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completed by them, and out of their private resources, for both 
principal and interest, and also all the dividends, tolls, and profits 
of the road. The question then recurs can the State loose? 
surely not; for she has had transferred to her a section of from 
ten to thirty miles, completed before the issuance of a single bond, 
and as the road approximates to its completion, every section 
will render it the more valuable. l 

Your committee have much greater apprehensions that most 
of the important roads will not be commenced on terms so dis- 
couraging, and that the provisions of the bill reported, if passed, 
will remain a dead letter on the statute book, than that the 
State can by possibility become chargeable with any portion of 
the loan provided for in the event of the works being progressed 
with on the terms required. 

The Committee, therefore, refer you to the bill reported as 
their recommendation of the system of internal improvements, 
to which the bonds of the State are to issue, and repeat that, as 
they have most especially provided for both principal and in- 
terest, in the event of the State’s bonds being issued to the com- 

anies mentioned in their bill, that “the laying a specific tax” 
or that which has so amply been provided for, would be a work 
of supererrogation, uncalled for by the provisions of the bill.

The committee, ifthe present architect 
would consent to finish his contract for a specific sum, would 
think it best so to employ him. But as he is unwilling to con- 
tract in that way, and a law requiring that arrangement would 
therefore necessarily involve a change of the architect, the com- 
mittee respectfully recommend that the present arrangement be 
continued. The committee report further, that whilst it is proba- 
ble that fifty thousand dollars per annum is as large a sum as 
will be necessary for carrying on said building, it is possible that 
circumstances may favor alarger expenditure, True economy 
“would dictate that the largest amount which can be judiciously 
expended, should be; and they therefore recommend that the sum 
of seventy-five thousand dollars per annum for the ensuing two 
years be placed at the disposal of the board of commissioners. 
With such an appropriation, it is calculated that the capitol 
will be so far completed at least as for the next session of the 
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Legislature to be held in it, They therefore have instrusted me 
to report the accompanying bill, and to recommend its passage.

Has the Legislature in session the .power to repeal or 
amend a law passed during the same-session; Upon a careful 
examination of the constitution there can be no doubt of the ex- 
istence of thispower. The clause in the Constitution which may 
have misled those who had not carefully considered it, is the 
20 the section ofthe 2d article, andisin thesewords: After a bill 
has been rejected no bill containing the same substance shall 
be passed into a law during the same session;” but the converse 
of the proposition does not hold that if a law has been passed 
there shall be no repeal or amendment during the same session. 
This objection does not hold. 

2nd. Is this act of incorporation a vested right and beyond 
the control of the Legislature after its enactment? This isa 
private corporation in which the State has nointerest. A public 
corporation is under the control of the Legislature and its char- 
ter or the act which brought it into existence can be altered, 
amended or repealed by the Legislature at any time. A private 
corporation secures to individuals certain rights and powers, and 
is a contract between the State and individuals and passes be- 
yond the control of the Legislature, unless that control is reserv- 
edinthe charter or by consent of the individual or company. 
For the reason that any such interference by the Legislature 
with a private corporation without its consent would be viola- 
tive of that clause of the Constitution, which provides that no 
law impairing the obligation of contracts shall be made. It is 
believed by the committee that the company or the authors of 
the charter desire the ameudment. If the company consent to 
this law it will be binding, ifnot it will be declared by the court 
unconstitutional and void, 

The committee recommend the passage of the bill.

A message from the Governor, by Mr. Ramsey, Secretary of 
State: 

Executive Orrics. 
14th January, 1850. 
Lo the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: _ 

The Constitution of this State has made it the duty of the Ex- 
ecutive to take care that the laws be faithfully executed, and 
from time to time to give to the General Assembly information 
of the state of the government and recommend to their consider- 
ation such measures as he shall judge expedient. 

The amended charter of the Bank of Tennessee, passed 3d 
December, 1845, “makes it the duty of the Governor to nominate 
the board of Directors of the Bank of Tennessee to the General 
Assembly for confirmation within thirty days after the meeting 
of the same, and that said Board of Directors shall be organized 
to enter upon their duties by the first of January succeeding their 
confirmation, at which last named time the term of service of 
the former board shall terminate.” 

Shortly after I came into office, and within the time limited by 
the act of 1845, a Board of Directors forthe Bank was nomina 
ted by me and sent to the General Assembly, and I am advised 
that up to this time there has been no final action upon that 
nomination. , 

The term of service of the qld board of directors of the Bank 
of Tennessee‘terminated on the first day of January, 1850; and 
since that time the Bank has been wholly without a board of di- 
rectors, or any other person legally authorized to take charge of 
the effects of the bank. 

The Bank of Tennessee is the fiscal agent of the State. In 
it, the public funds are kept, and the interest on the bonds of the 
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State and other liabilities are paid by it. It is, therefore, a matter 
of deep interest to the State. that this institution should be well 
guarded, and not permitted long to remain in the perilous condi- 
tion in which it has been since the first of January last. 

Considering the bank without a directory, and the public funds 
in great danger, I called the attention of the Attorney-General 
of the State to the subject, and asked his written opinion as to 
the present condition of the Bank—whether that institution was 
or was not now in existence, and what was its present condition. 
The Attorney-General has examined the question, and has fur- 
nished me with his opinion, which is hereby transmitted for your 
deliberate consideration, and for such action upon the same as 
in your wisdom the impending danger may demand. 

I might here suggest a host of evils likely to result to the public 
should the present state of things be permitted long to exist; but 
reflections of this kind force themselves apon the mind of every 
legislator, and need not be here enumerated.

Siz:—I received your note of the 5th inst., in which you state 
that the facts which have transpired in relation to the Bank of 
Tennessee create a doubt in your mind whether that institution 
has a corporate existence or not; and in which you request mé, 
as Attorney-General of the State, to give the. subject a careful 
examination, and furnish you with a written opinion thereupon. 

I have acted on your request, and, in accordance with the duty 
imposed on me by law, proceed to give you the result of my ex- 
amination. 

I assume that you allude, in your note, to the fact that -no 
board of Directors were confirmed to take charge of the bank 
on the first day of January last. On this state of things, the 
following questions arise: 

First. Is there in existence any Board of Directors, authorized 
to take charge of the institution? 

Second. What isthe legal effect of the non-existence of a 
lawful directory? 

The act of 1837-8, ch. 107, chartered the Bank of Tennessee, 
and pledged the faith and credit ofthe State to its support. Its 
capital consists of the school fund; of moneys deposited by the 
General Government on loan, and of other funds raised on the 
credit of the State. The institution is the property of the people 
of the State; it is subject to the control of the legislature. It is 
therefore, a municipal or public corporation —4 Wheaton 518. 
Dartmouth College vs. Woodard. _ 

The second section provides that the Governor shall nominate 
and appoint twelve persons to act as directors, which nomination 
and appointment shall be subject to confirmation or rejection by 
the General Assembly, and the twelve persons so nominated and

confirmed, shall constitute the directors. The 7th section provides 
that the president and directors shall continue in office for two 
years, and until their successors are nominated and confirmed, 

This custom continued to be the law governing the appointment 
of the directory till the year 1845—a period of seven years— 
when a law was passed, entitled “An act to amend the charter of 
tlie Bank of Tennessee.” The first section of this act declares 
that “it shall hereafter be the duty of the Governor of this 
State to nominate the board of directors of the Bank of the State 
of Tennessee to the General Assembly for confirmation: within 
thirty days after the meeting of the same, and that said board of 
‘ directors shall be organized to enter upon their duties by the first 
day of January succeeding their confirmation, at which last nam- 
ed time the term of service of the former board shall terminate.” 
The second section provides that the directors then in the bank 
should continue till the first day of January, 1846, and that their 
acts should be valid to that period; and that the board nominated 
and confirmed at that session should enter on their duties on the 
first day of January, 1846; and that within thirty days after the 
first day of January, the hoards of the branches should be ap- 
pointed in each and every year. 

The question now arises, Did the Legislature, by the passage 
of the act of 1845, intend to repeal the 7th section of the act of 
1837-8, so fur as it authorizes the directors to hold over till their 
auceessors are nominated and confirmed? Did the Legislature 
intend that the term of service of the old board should expire on 
the first day of January, and that they should go out? and did the 
Legislature intend to impose on subsequent Legislatures the ne-. 
eessity of confirming a new board, to take charge of the bank on 
the termination of the service of the old board? And if such was 
the intention of the act of 1845, was the purpose aecomplished 
by the ‘passage of the act? 

The will of the Legislature expressed according to the forms 
of the constitution is the law of the land; and the intent in the 
passage of the aet must be ascertained and carried out. All rules 
which have been es:ablished for the construction of statutes, are 
only so many aids in arriving at the true intent and meaning of 
the Legislature. The intent, says Kent, is to be collected from 
the eontext—from the occasion and necessity of the law—from 
the mischief felt, and the objects and remedy in view. It will be 
seen that between the passage of the act creating tlie charter of 
the bank and the amendatory act. of 1845, a period of seven 
years had elapsed; and the first matter which will occur to all in- 
telligent minds is the question, What was the occasion and ne- 
_eessity of the last law, what the mischief felt, and the remedy in 
view? Itis most evident that if the administration of the bank 
had moved on slowly and harmoniously under the operation of 
the 7th section of the bank charter-~if no “mischief” had been 
felt-—there would have been no occasion for the passage of the 
act of 1845, and the act would not have been passed. 
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What was the mischief which produced the act of 1845? The 
supreme court of the United States, in the ċase of Browder vs. 
Preston (1st Wheaton, 115,) says: “It is frequently necessary, in 
the construction of statutes, to recur to the history and situation 
of the country, in order to ascertain the reason, as well as the 
meaning of many of the provisions in them, to enable a court to 
apply correctly the different rules for construing statutes.” If 
this were not so, it would frequently be impossible to ascertain 


- what occasioned the passage of a law, and what mischief the 


Legislature inteded to remedy. When a statute is passed to 
remedy a particular mischief, that construction shall be put on it, 
says Coke, which will redress the mischief intended to be reme- 
died, guard against all subtle inventions and evasions for the 
continuance of the mischief for private convenience, and give life 
and strength to the remedy for the public good, according to the 
true intent of the makers of the law.”—7 Bacon, 462. 

We ask, then, what was the mischief which produced the act 
of 1845? There is a prominent fact'in the history of the admin- 
istration of the Bank of Tennessee which occurred previous to 
the passage of the act of 1845, which involved a prolonged dis- . 
cussion of the seventh section of the act of 1837-8. That fact 
is to be found recorded oy the Journals of the Senate, to wit: 
that the Senate of the State rejected the nomination of a board 
of Directors for the Bank, and in consequence thereof the board 
which had held the custody of the Bank for the two previous 
years held over under the 7th section of the charter and controlled 
the institution the period of four years. This gave birth to 
much heated and prolonged discussion in the halls'of legislation 
and throughout the State. These facts are a part of the legisla- 
tive history of the State and are to be found recorded in the 
Journals of the Senate, in the archives of the Bank and in the 
productions ef the periodical press. These facts, then, that a 
nomination was rejected, that in consequence thereof the board 
held charge of the Bank for four years and that angry and vio- 
lent collisions of opinion took place in consequence of it as to the 
true intent and meaning of the seventh section of the charter are 
authentic and well ascertained. I, therefore, refer to these facts 
in accordance with the opinion of the Supreme Court of the Uni- 


‘ted States in the case of Browder vs. Preston, as constituting the 


ground-work of the amendatory act of 1845; and there is no rea- 


. Son to suppose that such ‘an act ever would have passed if the 


facts alluded to had not occurred. It was believed necessary to 
incorporate in the charter of the bank, in reference to the dura- 
tion of the terms of service of the directors, that great principle 
in modern representative governments. to wit: short terms of 
service, subject to renewal by the appointing power. This was 
no doubt thought particularly necessary in the case of agents 
having the custody of public money which was subject continu- 
ally to the attacks of private cupidity, without the guard of pri- 
vate interest to protect it, and where the change of agents might 
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become necessary to eviscerate frauds and expose misconduct. 
The power of selecting new agents every two years was vested 
in the Governor. His range of selection was large. This selec- 
tion was open to the examination of the General Assembly, and 
subject to rejection or confirmation according to their judgment 
of the fitness or propriety of the nominations. This power was’ 
never given, in my judgment, to enable the Legislature to compel 
the continuance of the old board in office for tour years, or for 
an indefinite period of time. The declaration that the Governor 
should make such nominations every two years is conclusive 
with me that this view is correct. It is most evident that the 
provision that the board should continue until their successors 
were confirmed, was only intended to guard against contingen- 
cies, and not to lengthen their term of service and permanently 
instal a board of directors in office. This was not the spirit 
and intent of the act of 1837. Itis a well known fact in the 
history of English and American legislation, that the provision 
for holding over has been usually inserted in municipal and pri- 
vate corporations with no view of installing permanently in office 
the officers, but simply to guard against temporary contingencies. 
The use of this provision is, therefore, for any other purpose, al- 
together illegitimate. I therefore assume, upon well known his- 
torical facts and well established principles, that the continuance 
of a board of directors for four years, contrary to the spirit of 
the charter, produced the act of 1845; and that the continuance 
of the same directors in the bank for an indefinite period, with- 
out a re-nomination, was a mischief intended to be remedied. If 
the act of 1845 be construed to legalize a holding ‘over of the 
old board, it does not remedy the mischief which produced it, and 
the Legislature has not accomplished what it intended to accom- 
plish. ` If it be construed to prohibit a holding over for four years 
then it suppresses the mischief the Legislature intended to sup- 
press. This act directs that the Governor shall make a nomina- 
tion within thirty days after the meeting of the General Assembly. 
His duty is thus preseribed. It directs that the General Assem- 
bly shall act on such nomination before the first day of January 
succeeding. The duty of the General Assembly is thus prescri- 
bed. It directs that the new board shall be organized and ready 
to enter on their duty by the first of January, and that they shall 
appoint the Directors in the Branches within thirty days thereal- 
ter. Thus it preseribes the duty of the new Directors. Tt directs 
that on the first day of January the term of service of the board 
shall terminate. Thus the old board has definite information as 
to the period of the cessation of its functions, 

The act of nominating a Board of Directors is an Executive 
function, and the act of confirming or rejecting such nomination 
isan Executive function also; andthe act of regulating the dis- 
charge of this duty isin conformity with the practice of legis- 
lative bodies. Every legislative body prescribes rules for the 
government of its awn proceedings and those of future legisla- 
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tures. Thisis particularly necessary, so far as the discharge of 
Executive functions is concerned, so that there shall be a rule in 
existence at the time, when collisions of opinion demand such 
rule for the control of the violence of excited passions. There- 
fore the legislature chose to declare that the Governor should 
make his nomination within thirty days after the meeting of the 
General Assembly; therefore it chose-to declare that the legis- 
lature should act on the nominations by the first day of January; 
therefore it chose to direct the old board that they should go out 
on the firstday of January, and that on the same day the new 
board should take charge of the bank. They assume absolutely 
that these duties will be performed, and they create an absolute 


` necessity that they should be performed. This statute is utterly 


incompatible with the seventh section of the charter, and accom- 
plishes what it was intended fo accomplish, to wit, its repeal as 
to the right tohold over. Both statutes cannot stand together, 
and the laststatue repeals the former. Rex vs. Caton; Burrow’s 
Rep. 

if on the Ist day of January last the term of service of the old 
board terminated that board ceases of course to have official ex- 
istence or power. If their term of service expired on that day, 
then it is absurd to contend that their term of service continues. 
Itis most clear that there is a positive, direct and explicit negative 
on the right of the old board to hold over after the 1st day of 
January. The charter says the directors shall be elected for two 
years, and shall hold till their suecessors shall be nominated and 
confirmed. The amendment of the charter declares that on the 
first day of January, the new directors shall enter on the dis- 
charge of their duties, and that on that day the term of service 
of the old board shall terminate. How can these twofstatutes 
be reconciled? The thing is preposterous on the face of the 
statutes, but doubly so when the legislative history of the State 
demonstrates most conclusively, that if the last act did not prohi- 
bit a holding over it did not accomplish the object the legislature 
had in view in the passage of the act. 

It may be supposed that the act of 1845, is, what is called a 
directory statute, that isthat it prescribes duties to the governor 
and to the legislature, and that if those duties are not discharged 
the board may hold over. That that part ofthe act which directs 
that the Governor shall perform his duty within thirty days after 
the meeting of the General Assembly is to be considered as direc- 
tory is unquestionable; that is, if he do not perform his duty with- 
in the thirty days, he may de it afterwards, and the nomination 
would be valid; and that that part ofthe act which requires the 
General Assembly to act upon the nomination by the 1st day of 
January is directory to that body is also unquestionable; and if 
it does not confirm a nomination before that date, it may lawful- 
ly. confirm a nomination afterwards. But how in any legal 
sense is the last clause in the first section directory? The act 
says, “at which last named time [Ist day of January,] the term 
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of service of the former board shall terminate.” This informs 
the Governor, the legislature, the new board, and the old board, 
in terms as explicit as the English language can furnish, that the 
old board can no longer have legal control over the funds of the 
bank, and that they arejto go out and that their places must be sup- 
plied by that time. Ifthe legislature in prescribing a rule for the 
government of future legislatures and board of directors, had 
said that “on the confirmation of the new board of directors the 
term of service of the old board shall expire,” then the term of 
service of the old board would have continued till there was a 
confirmation. But the holding over was the very mischief the 
legislature intended to prohibit, and therefore it directs the gov- 
ernor and the legislature to put the bank in the control of a new 
directory, and that on that day the old board without reservation 
should go out. 

These are the reasons which induce me after a careful examin- 
ation of the subject, to express the opinion, that since the first 
day of January last, the Bank of the State of Tennessee is with- 
out a board of directors, 

It is evident that this question depends on the legislative history 
of the times, and the peculiar features of the act for its elucid- 
ation and decision. But I propose to examine very. briefly the 
progress of the law in Great Britain and in the United States 
on the subject to show that there is nothing to contradict, but 
much to support the conclusion which I have arrived at. 

The case of the corporation of Banbury was an information in 
the nature of a quo warranio in the King’s name against A, B. 
calling on him to show but what authority he held the office of 
Recorder. It appeared that the corporation having omitted to 
elect a Mayor on the charter day that integral part was gone. 
The court held that he wasnot legal recorder, because the corpo- 
ration was dissolved, and Parker, Ca, J, said, “If a mayor is not 
chosen by the time prescribed by the charter, and that there is 
no provisions of the charter for the mayor to hold over till a new 
mayor is chosen, the corporation is dissolved and consequent- 
ly cannot proceed to a new election.” Pet. Ab. | 

The ease of the Ming against Pole was a quo warranto. It 
appeared by the charter that the election was to be held on the 
18th day of October, and no provision was made for holding over. 
On the 18th day of October the corporation met and proceeded 
to the election, but before the poll was closed the Mayor adjourn- 
ed the election to the following day, when a new Mayor was 
elected. It was objected that there being no provision by the 
charter for the Mayor to hold over, his functions had ceased, and 
therefore, an election after such time was void. To which it was 
replied the I] George I was passed to remedy such inconvenience, 
but the court held the case was not within the act, and therefore 
the election was void. Pet. Ab. Da 

These decisions rest on the ground that without a provision in 
the charter for the Mayor to hold over in the event there was no 
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Mayor elected on the given day, no eléction could be held; and 
the corporation was, therefore, destitute of Magistrates. This 
was the view of the law taken by Blackstone. He says (Com. 
Vol. 1, page, 404:) ‘Because by the common law corporations 
were dissolved incase thé Mayor or head officer was not duly 
elected on the day appointed by the charter, it is now provided 
that for the future no corporation Shall be dissolved on that ac- 
count, and ample directions are given for appointing a new offi- 
cer in the event there be no election on the charter day, 

These decisions go to establish the generally recognized doc- 
trine that the duration of the terms of service of corporate officers 
depends on the charterthat corporations haye no powers but those 
derived from the charter, and that it was believed to be the pol- 
icy of the law to enforce strictly a compliance with charter pro- 
visions. - a . 

There are cases in which it is decided that if it is declared in 
general terms that the officers shall be annually elected, they 
may hold over.—See Strange, 625. 

One of the leading cases in opposition to the general tenor of 
the English cases, issthe case of the People vs. Runkle, 9 John- 
son. In that case the courts say that in the charter ‘neither a 
precise day of election nor of entering upon office is given’—and 
even on that state of facts, Johnson gives the result of the case 
in the following manner: ‘i seems that where officers are requir- 
ed to be elected annually, they may continue in office till others 
are elected.’ 

Chancellor Kent says: ‘It is a question, not definitely settled, 
whether the officers of a corporation who are to be elected an- 
nually, can continue in office after one year, and until others are 
elected in their stead, where the time of the election has elapsed 
through mistake, accident or misfortune’—and says it isa usnal 
provision in charters, which direct the election of officers annu- 
ally, most such officers shall continue till others are elected in 
their places. 

The Supreme court of Tennessee uses the following language 
. on the subject: ‘Although we incline to the opinion that the ten- 

dency of the cases in the absence of terms, respecting or enlarg- 
ing the powers of a corporation isto maintain the authority of 
the officers to hold over without an eleetion, still we cannot but 
feel that after all, as Chancellor Kent declares, that it is not defi- 
nitely settled.’ —3d4 Humphrey’s Rep., 529. 

It may well be remarked on the state of the law on this sub- 
ject, that the struggle has arisen in the courts between the over- 
_throw on the side of the general doctrine in regard to charter 

powers, and on the other, the inconvenience which would re- 
aut in special cases, from deciding that a corporation had no 
officers. 

How, then, does this state of the law apply to the facts of this 
case? In the first place, then, there is a wide distinction be- 
tween the provisions of a charter which declares in general 
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terms, that elections shall be held annually, and the provisions 
of a charter which fixes the duration of the terms of service of 
the other officers, prescribes the time when one set shall go out 
and another shall take their places—(See People vs. Runkle, 9 
Johnson.) If the question of a right to hold over be doubtful, in 
a charter which uses open, vague and general directory terms, 
how can it be at all doubtful when it is declared that the directo- 
ry shall holdtheir stations for two years; that the term of ser- 
vice of the old board shall terminate on the first day of Janua- 
ry, and that the new board shall enter on the discharge of their 
duties on that day? There are positive restricting words on the 
right to hold over; and, how could it be doubtful, in addition to. 
allthis, when it isa known historical fact that it was the inten- 
tion of the legislature to prohibit the right to hold over? 

I feel, therefore, bound to declare, both on reason and authori- 
ty, that the Bank of Tennessee is without a lawful directory. 

The next question is as to the legal effect of the non-existence 
of alawful directory. Does it work a dissolution of the corpo- 
ration? Iam clear that it does not, so far as to endanger the 
security of debts and credits. In 1735, Seaber executed a bond 
tothe Mayor and Aldermen of Colchester. They were ousted 
by judgment, and from 1710 to 1763, the corporation remained 
without magistrates. The charter was revived by sovereign 
authority, and suit was brought by them against Seaber on the 
bond. Lord Mansfield said: ‘many corporations for want of le- 
gal magistrates have lost their activity and obtained new char- 
ters, and it has never been disputed but that the new charter 
revived and gave activity to the old charters. Where the ques- 
tion has arisen on any remarkable metamorphosis, it has always 
been held that they remain the same asto debts and credits. 
We are clear upon principles of law, that the old corporation 
was not dissolved and annihilated, though it had lost its magis- 
trates,and that by the ‘new charter it was so revived as to be 
entitled to the credits and liable for the debts of the old corpo- 
ration.—3 Burrows Rep. 1866. 

Wilcock, an English author on municipal corporations [page 
179] says: ‘a municipal corporation is a body which does not de- 
pend for its existence on its having magistrates capable of trans- 
acting its business, Its constitution remains and it is suspended 
but not dissolved.’ 

Angell and Ames, American authors on corporations says: ‘the 
non-existence of managers does not suppose the non-exisience 
of a corporation. The latter may be dormant; its functions 
may be suspended for want of means of action; but the capaci- 
ty to restore its functions by means of anew election may re- 
main. There is no reason why the power of action may not be 
revived by a new election of officersand managers, competent 
to carry on the affairs of the corporation agreeable to the char- 
ter. 


It is decided on several American cases that an omission to 
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elect the officers and managers of a corporation at the time ap- 
pointed by the charter, will not dissolve the corporation. It sus- 
pends its functions which may be restored by a subsequent elec- 
tions.—See 5 Watts, 66: 4th Rowle 9 1 page 290—2 Kent, 310: 
3 Dess. 557,

The judiciary committee to whom was referred resolution 
[No. 189] have had the same under consideration, and beg leave 
to report, that the resolution directs the committee to examine 
into the nature of the contract or laws under which the Planters 
and Union Banks hold our common school fund now in said in- 
stitutions, and whether the Legislature has the power to with- 
draw the same from said Banks, and also the propriety (if they 
have the power) of withdrawing the same and investing said 
funds in a more profitable manner for the education of the chil- 
dren of the State. The Union Bank was chartered in 1832, the 
original snbseription upon the part of the State being $500,000. 
The seventh section of the charter, provides that the profits 
which may arise from the stock of the State, after the bonds are 
paid off, and the bonus paid by the Bank to the State, and the 
interest on the public money, that may be deposited by the Trea- 
surer of the State, shall be appropriated to the use of common 
schools, &c. The last bond is due in 1863, at which time the 
charter of the Bank expires, and whatever profits accrue to the 
State, are appropriated to the use of common schools. This is 
the only provision in the charter in relation to common schools. 
Some years ago the Union Bank having declared dividends to 
the amount of $146,000 upon the State stock, that sum of money 
was reinvested in ‘the stock of the Bank for the use of common 
schools, by act of the Legislature. This sum and also about 
$40,000 invested by country agents and superintendents cf pub- ‘ 
lic instruction for common schools, seem to be the onl present - 
interest in. said Bank devoted to common schools. This money 
is made a part of the capital stock of the Bank, and cannot be 
withdrawn by the State without interfering with vested rights, 
and destroying the charter. Though the State owns an interest 
in this Bank; yet she has also made a contract with private in- 
' dividuals which cannot be interfered with during the legal exis- 
tence of the, charter without impairing the obligation of con- 
tracts and consequently violating the: constitution, A public 
corporation like the Bank of Tennessee, owned by the State, is 
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entirely under the control of theState. A private one, in which 
light the Union Bank must be viewed, is not. 

The Planters Bank was chartered in 1833, and expires in 
1863. The seventh section of its charter provides that, the 
board of common school commissioners, or the county courts 
having charge of the common school fund, are authorized to 
subscribe the full amount of common school money they have 
on hand, for stock in said Bank, and it is provided also in the 
same section that ‘said stock so subscribed shall be in addition to 
the capital stock of the Planters Bank as provided in the first 
section of this act;’ under this section common schools money to 
the amount of $232,700, was invested in the stock of the Plan- 
ters Bank. This fund then is a portion of the capital stock of 
said bank, and is upon the same footing with all other stock, and 
cannot be withdrawn during the existence of the present char- 
ter. 

It isthen the opinion of the committee that the school funds 
in the Planters and Union Banks cannot be withdrawn by the 
State during the existence of their respective charters. The 
only disposition which the State can make of its stock in these 
Banks is to sell it, and when sold the nature of the contract is 
not changed, but the assigners would stand in the same rela- 
tion as stockholders asthe State now does. For these reasons 
the committee ask to be discharged from the further considera- 
tion of the resolution.

The Committee on Federal Relations to whom was referred resolution No. —, 02 
the subject of slavery, beg leave te report: That the time has arrived when the State 
of Tennessecshould eceupy a decided position on the great question at issue between 
tho North and South, Itisa question far above party, and we should bring to its con 
sideration a spirit of calm and dispassionate enquiry unmingled with party prejudices 
worthy of its creat importance, and that may lead to a just conclusion. ‘Lhe peacefu 
settlement of this dangerous question isa consummation that must be desired by patriotit | 
men of all parties; every man of patriotic feelings must deeply regret the existence of 
a question that involves in its agitation so many copsequences dangerous to this confel- 
eracy of States. It is one of those trials that every nation must undergo as the price 
of its safety, and wo must not shrink from the test. 

The oreatimportanee of the erisis at hand demands that Tennessee, one of the great 
Stotes of this comfeceraey, should assume a position. The question is, what shall that 
position be, whether a coneilistory policy shall be adopted, or whether we shall present 
to tho world cur opinion of our constitutional rights and resolve to stand te them. 

For years upon years this question of slavery has been growing in importance: 
Prom © mere agitation on the part of a few mad fanatics, in the progress of time it be- 
game connectcu with party controversies gathering strength at each succeeding session 
of Congress until it hos acsumed a position alarming in its character, and threatening the 
moest disastrous consequences, All efforts to establish a provisional government tOr 
the territory of Californiaon account of the Wilmot proviso, excluding slavery being 
attached toit, failed at the last Congress.

under the control of the General Government, and the refusal of the northern Stateg 
to deliver up fugitive slaves, show the determined purpose on the part of the abolitionists 

to make war upon the institution wherever itexists. They confine themselves most- 
ly at present to the agitation of the question as to new territories. This is the outwork 
to be overcome before they strike at the main fortress. It must be evident to every 

unprejudiced mind that the object of the abolitionists is to abolish slavery in the States 
of the Union. To say that they will cease their opposition should they succeed in ex- 
cluding slavery from the territories, would argue a strange ignorance of the nature and 

elements of moral and political fanaticism, with renewed violence, they would raise the 
standard of exterminating war,andurge it on with blind fataliy, eventhough the Union 
should go down. - , . 

We consider that this controversy involves relations which the States are to bear to 
the General Government whether the States are to remain egual and independent in 
the sphere of their reserved powers and rights or whether they are to become mere de- 
pendencies to the will of a consolidated government. If we are to be excluded from the 
new territories, weare no longer equal members of this confederacy and the constitu- 
tional barriers limiting the action of the General Government, within the sphere of spe- 
cific powers would be broken down, and our dearest rights thrown at the feet of over- 
shadowing central power. This subject engaged the attention of the farmers of our 
constitution; slavery was recognised as property under the control of State authority. 
Let it be borne in mind, that the States were the original governments, holding their 
local institutions to which they were attached and among them was slavery. Topay 
off the public debt, and to regulate the commerce of the States, with foreign nations 
among themselves, which was in a confused state, on account of the existence 
of so many separate communities, mainly induced the states jealous and repugnant as 
they were to parting with any of their powersto make our present constitution. 

We speak of this because the objects and necessity of the formation of the constitu- 
tion, will go far to show the extent of power intended to be given by the States. We 
speak of it to show that the States never could have intended to give Congress the 
power to interfere with their property, recognized assuch by their own laws. That 
the States never intended to cede away power by which there would bea conilict of 
dominion over that property between State and Federal authority. It was entirely for- 
eign from the object of framing the Constitution, to give to Congress the power to de- 
preciate and limit the enjoynent of property recognised by State authority, and then 
owned by the States as such. It is evident that it was intended that the States should 
bethe sole great respositories of all the powers necessary to preserve individual rights, 
and we firmly believe that on the true understanding’of this by the people of this 
ee eee the permanency of our system as it is, and the liberties and happiness 
or the people. 

Slavery beine recognized at the formation of the constitution, as a local institution 
belonging to the States, the States never could have ceded to Congress the power to 
forbid its introduction to any place unforbidden by State anthority, or to territories the 
common property of all the States. 

The clause in the constitution giving Congress the power to regulate the territories 
belonging to the United States, never intended to create in Congress, a supreme power 
over the territories. The very fact thatthe territories are permitted to throw off their 
territorial form, and merge into State sovereignties, shows that Congress is only trustee 
for the benefit of all the States, and was given the power to regulate and protect the 
territories in-their inchoate state, its power mostly ceasing when the State gains admis- 
sion inthe Union. The constitution recognizes slavery as property by various provi- 
sions and of course assumes the attributes of all property without any limitation to the 
exercise of the rights of ownership. The exclusion then of them from the territories 
by Congress would be equivalent to a denial of the right of property in slaves. For 
the advocates of exclusion, nor any one else ever thought of preventing the intrduc- 
tion of any other property into the territories. We consider that the intention 
was to give Congress the power ever the territory as property to make such regulations 
in their territorial government as would preserve law and order. To give Congress 
unlimited power, woul. be at war with every true conception of the position of 
the Stateand Federal Government. Congress has no more power to prohibit slavery thera 
than it has to enact that slavery should exist there; suppose that Congre-s should pass 
a law refusing to admit the state unless slavery were permitted there by théState au- 
thority, would any doubt its unconstitutionality? This surely isas much an attribute

The constitution never could 
have been framed with such a provision. 

It is well known that the constitution wonld not have been agreed to if the proposi- 
tion to stop immediately the odious Africanslave trade, carried on by the eupidity of 
our British ancestors could have succeeded, which was at last compromised by fixing the 
limitation of such trade at the year 1808, by the combined votes of four northern and 
four southern States. With such sentiments as these existing among the States on 
this subject, they never could have given Congress power to interfere with slavery. But 
itis urged that we are debarred from denying the constitutionality of this power, be- 
cause we have heretofore recognized the right of Congress to exercise this power. 
The question, a3 to the admission of Missouri, was placed, perhaps more on the grounds 
ef expediency than of constitationality. It was a compromise necessary, it was belie- 
ved, to save the Unfon. A difference of opinion existed as to the constitationallty 
The constitutional question was then waived, and the compromise agreed upon. ft 
was shown that slavelabor could not be profitable north of the compromise line, and 
that lecal legislation would prevent its existence. It was an agreement between the 
north and south, brought about by necessity that rose above the constitution. The 
south has inviolably observed the compact; not objecting to the restriction as to slavery 
being engrafted in the constitution of the States applying for admission north of thirty” 
six degrees and thirty minutes. But now the north has violated the compact made by 
the Congress of 1819-20. ‘The question has become of vital importance because the 
restriction is sought to he imposed on territories south of the compromise line, 23 
where the slave-labor is profitable. Wehave held up to the north the compact agreed 
upon, but they disregarded its injunctions. We throw ourselves on our constitution 
rights and are determined to standon them. Concession only invites aggression. We 
cannot yield our equality with the northern States, norcan we permit the Federal 
Government to encroach upon our reserved rights. The maintainance of our reserve 
powers can clone preserve the Union of these States. Yield te the encroachments 0 

‘ederal power, and soon the States become mere dependencies to a consolidated gov- 
ernment. We confidently believe that a bold, decided stand by the south is the only 
course to save the Union. A continued conciliatory policy produces ceaseless aggre 
sion; and theze who advise such policy, unintentionally take sucha position that wil

lead to the result as much deprevated—disunion, We can have no possible motive to 
desire disunion. Every consideration which can move the human mind, impels us to 
preserve and cherish the union of these States. We know and feel the great benefits 
that union has conferred upon the people within its-limits and upon mankind. We, 
look with pride upon its past history. We ardently hope for its future glory. We 
know that its cheering light has falien upon other nations and taught oppressed man to 
hope. We know that its grave would be the common receptacle of the hopes offjan 
for free government throughout the world. But we desire it as it has been, and as it is. 
Let it become an engine of oppressin; let it trample upon our rights; let it destroy the 
equality of the States, and the objects for which it was formed will have ceased, and 
with them will cease our obligations to preserve its integrity. We believe thata firm 
stand taken by the southern States will preserve the Union a blessing to us, to 
prosperity, and to the world. Entertaining these views, the committee reccommend 
the adoption of the resolutions. E. POLK, Chm. 
PREAMBLE. 
We, the members of the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, feel that we 
should not have fully discharged the duty imposed on us by our position, if we were 
not tosolemnly protest against the unfounded pretensions assumed, that Congress has 
power to prevent the introduction and existence of domestic slavery in the territories, 
and other pawers of a kindred nature, ss R 
Itts asserted that Congress bas this full power over all thé-territories belonging -in 
common to the people of the UnitedStates. That the exercise of this power is expe- 
dient and necessary. With rare and patriotic exceptions, this seems to be the settled 
design by the people of: the northern States. The pulpit, the ballot box, the halls of 
legislation have all become tributary to this fanatical hostility to theSouth. Fora se- 
ries of years we have stood upon the defensive. Devotedto the Union we have shrunk 
from the agitation of a question so powerfully calculated to.estrange us in feeling from 
our northern brethren. Relying upon thetruth of our cause, we have presented the 
calm front of a patient forbearance to every aggression. We have appealed to them by 
eyery reason that could move the nobler emotions of an American citizen, to their pa- 
triotism, their devotion to our common union. We have invoked the recollection of 
the past; we have appealed to the hopes of the future. It has all been of no avail. 
We are forced t» the painful conclusion that itis vain to hope for an abandonment of 
this subtle design. Submission to a series of wrongs has but provoked futher aggres- 
sion, and it is wise in States as in individuals to resist encroachments. In this unfor- 
tunate controversy should the people of the northern States persevere in their present 
avowed intent, there are but two alternatives left us, the one is resistance, the other 
submission. To the one we cannot, we will not consent; the other we are reluctant 
to adopt. 
In the name of our constituents we solemnly deny the existence of the power claim- 
ed. We assertit will violate the constitutionand tend to a dissolution of the Union. 
We again remonstrate in feelings of conciliation with our northern brethern. Wa 
warn them of the consequences of perseverance. They have disregarded the most 
solemn compromises in which we yielded too much. Their course indicates a determin- 
ation to decide by thé force of numbers. There isnocommon arbiter, and we too must 
decide for ourselves. That decison is made. We take our stand on the plain principle 
of the constitution, and intend to maintain it or sink in the effort. «> 
We assert that these States by the revolution, by the declaration of indenpendence 
and by the treaty of peace, became separate aud independant sovereignties with all the 
political power of separate and distinct nations; that they are still so except so far as 
they may have expressly delegated part of their power to the General Government. 
‘They have not delegated their sovereignty. The federal government is not sovereign. 
It is a limited federative system possessed only of such powers as have been expressly 
granted to it by the constitution, with such implied powers as are absolutely necessary 
to carry ont the express grants. We maintain that the system of slavery was recogniz- 
ed as property, the full right to which was granted, protected and guaranteed by the 
compact with more special care than than other species of property. Congress hasno 
power over such property to abolish or prohibit or impair its usefulness. ‘The right of 
property preceded the constitution; it is coeval with the history of man; it exists by a 
paramount law of nature; it is subject of control by Statesovereignty only. This Un-

ion never would have been formed but for the guaranty contained in the constitution 
on the subject of slavery. 

We assert that the territory acquired by the late treaty with Mexico, is the common 
property of all the people of the United States, and all have the right to move to il and 
take with them their property, their religion and liberty. Congress did not create 
property in slaves, mor ean it say they shall cease ta be property. To abolish slavery 
in the territories, isto diminish their value and limit their usefulness in the States. 
It is an appropriation of the territories to the people of one portion of our country to 
the exclusion of another whose blood and treasure flowed freely in the war which ac- 
quired it. The power of Congress to legislate for the territories is to protect the citi- 
zons and property, not to declare what is property. 

The efforts of the great body of the people of the north to pass the Wilmot proviso 
upon the territories, to abolish slavery in the District of Columbia, the slave trade be- 
tween the States, and prohibit their employment in our southern navy-yards and dock- 
yards, added to the violence and bitterness with which slavery, slave States and slave 
owners are, in every manner and at all times, abused and denounced, together with the 
aid given by their emissaries to our fugitive slaves to escape from their owners, and re- 
fasal to surrender them up in direct violation of the plain injunction of the constitution 
all evidence a settled design on their part, at no distant day, to abolish slavery in the 
States themselves. Therefore,

REPORT OF THE MINORITY OF THE COMMITTEE ON FEDRRAL RE- 

LATIONS, CUT OFF BY THE PREVIOUS QUESTION. 

Tho minority of the Committee on Federal Relations to who were referred a series 
of resolutions respecting the introduction of slavery into the territories belonging to 
tho United States and abolishing it in the Distriet of Columbia, ask leave to report— 
Wo do not believe that we are ealled upon at this time to give any other than a re- 
monstrance against thisassumption of right in Congress. It is not our design in this 
report, to entor into any argumentupona want cfnecessity requiring any threats upon 

tha part of this body; but simply toassume that no practical good can result from such 

a course, prior to an action of Congress upon the subieet. Wo entertain a sacred re- 
gard for tho preservation and prosperity of the Union, and boing based upon the virtue 
and intelligencs of its citizens in connection with our free institutions, we believe it is 
destined in the providence ef God to be perpetual—Therefore, 

1. Rcsatved, That we depreaate the passage by Congress of the Wilmot proviso, 33 
being an unjust and insulting discrimination in which the South cannot{acquiese2, an 
against which wo remonstratein the name of the people of this State. 

2. That California with suitable boundaries, under her present application, ought to 
ba admitted a3 one of the States of this Uaion, and that appropriate territorial govern- 
racnts should bo established by Gongross in all such territories as have been acquired by 
tho United Statcs from the Republic of Mexico, noifincluded in the boundary of ith 8 
State of California, without any condition or restriction on tho subject of slavery with

5. That the admission or exelusion of slavery, or its sale or transfer from one State 
to another depends exclusively npon their own particular laws; and any act of Con- 
gress prohibiting or obstructing the same, would be unconstitutional, unjust and op- 
pressive, to which the 5: uth could not submit without political degradation, and which 
should be promptly resisted. 

6. That we leave it tothe people of this State, to take into consideration the proposed 
convention to be held at Nashville, in this State, on the first Monday of June, 1850, to 
consider, devise and adopt such measures as they may deem right and proper under the 
circumstances; and they appoint such delegates from cach Congressional district as 
they may deem expedient to represent them in said convention.

The undersigned have examined the -papers and documents in 
the comptroller’s office, and find this settlement to be erroneous. 
It appears that the president of the company made on applica- 
tion to the board of ‘internal improvement for bonds ($80,000) 
and that the attorney general of the State was called on by the 
board of internal improvement, to state whether they should be 
issued or not, and.he advised against it and, amongst other rea- 
sons assigned—l. Because the president and directors had as- 
signed the whole of the property, effects and claims of the com- 
pany, to trustees and that they had no right to demand the 
bonds of the State till the deed of assignment was declared void 
in chancery. 

It therefore appears from this document and the decree of the 
supreme court rendered at Knoxville, that before the bill was 
filed, the company had made on assignment of all its effects, and 
was ina state of bankruptcy at the time of the filing of the bill. 
It also appears that the injunction was perpetuated on all the 
grounds set forth in the bill. 

So far, therefore, as said report may be regarded as reflecting 
on the attorney general, or imputing losses to his action in the 
premises, it is incorrect and the committee take this occasion to 
state the facts to prevent any misapprehension on the subject.

The last official duty which Iam called upon to perform, gen- 
tlemen of the House of Representatives, is to pronounce the ad- 
journment of this body without day. But before I proceed to the 
discharge of this official duty, I may be permitted to present to 
you, individually and collectively, my sincere acknowledgments 
for the flattering terms of the resolution in which you have been 
pleased to express your approval of my official conduct. Enter- 
ing upon the duties of this office, I was aware of the delicate na- 
ture of its responsibilities. I knew that no Legislative body could 
be entirely exempt from those feelings of excitement which are 
always incident to conflicting opinions in regard to all questions 
of State policy. But I am glad to learn that, whatever of ill feel- 
ing may have been engendered in this body, has passed away 
with the moment that gave it birth; and that now, upon our sep- 


_aration, we all feel like brothers. 


Much has been done, gentlemen, during the session of the pres- 
ent General Assembly, for the benefit of the State at large, 
whilst other propositions of a general character, and interesting 
to many, have failed. But itis a duty, which, I presume, you 
all understand, to bow to the authority of the State with respect 
and submission. Much has been done in the way of granting 
charters to the public institutions of the State and much in the 
way of reform. Resolutions have been passed to give the State 
an elective judiciary, by which any citizen may find his way 
through the ballot-box up to the highest stations of judicial trust. 
You have opened a liberal hand to all the charitable institutions 
of the State. The deaf, whose ears have never been saluted 
with the voice of harmony; the blind, who have never seen a mo- 
ther’s face, nor a star of the heavens; and the insane, whose rea- 
son has shot from its place like a falling star: these all have been 
provided for. You have taken these children of misfortune, with 
the fondness of a mother, you have drawn them to the bosom of 
the public charities and made them to feel that they have a home 
and an abiding place in their own native State. 

Gentlemen, it is painful with me to part with you, because I 
know that we shall never meet again in this world; but I trust 
we shall meet in another and better world—in a more beautiful ci- 
ty where life is endless. But I feel that the pain of separation is 
to a great extent modified by the pleasing reflection that we are 
soon to return to the sweet circles of home, where wife and chil- 
dren have their empire—where the fires of domestic bliss burn ` 
on the altar of wedded love—where those reside whose office itis 
to wipe away the tears of sorrow and smoothe the brow of care, 
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and bring back to the heart the sunshine of the spirit and point 
with the hand of Hope to a brighter Future. 

Gentlemen, I now return, once more, my heartfelt thanks for 
the indulgence and support which I have constantly received 
from every member of the House of Representatives; Whatever 
may be my destiny, wheresoever I may de driven on the tide of 
the future, I shall ever turn to the recollections of this day as 


“The greenest spot in mem’ry’s waste.”
